On January 21, 1960, the Phoenix Office advised written 
consent to search his home, 6116 Gaston, Dallas, was obtained from 
ROBERT VERNON SPEARS that date and same date written consent to 
search was ‘obtained from Mre. FRANCES LOUISE SPEARS who consulted her 
attorney prior to giving consent. Although no evidence of apparent 
immediate pertinency to this investigation involving plane crash was 
obtained, considerable background information and information con- 
cerning their activities and associates was developed. 


On January 24, 1960, after it was determined that the 
SPEARSES' 1959 Pontiac Star Chief. had been repossessed’ January 23, 
1960, by a Dallas bank, arrangements were made to.search and same 
was searched January 24, 1960, by agents. No electronic or similar 
devices were found and nothing of apparent immediate pertinency to 
this matter was found in this seareh. 


TIX, INVESTIGATION REGARDING FINANCIAL, PROBATE AND INSURANCE MATTERS 


Starting about December 2,,1959, in state court at Dallas 
and through her attorney, Mrs. FRANCES LOUISE SPEARS initiated 
probate of her husband's estate. In connection with the probate of. 
this will and against her attorney she filed claims for benefits from 
three insurance policies obtained by her husband at Dallas. Mortgage 
insurance policy in the amount of $2,775 was obtained by Mr. SPEARS 
September 3, 1959, covering purchase of Pontiac. The second insurance 
policy concerned a $20,000 accident and death insurance policy 
purchased Dallas September 9, 1959. The third policy was a $500 
hospital benefit type insurance policy with double indemnity clausé 
in case of accidental death purchased by SPEARS in 1945 in connection 
with claim filed in this insurance policy. Files of insurance 
company reflect proof of death affidavit signed by Mrs. SPEARS 
bore typewritten date January 9, 1960, forwarded to insurance company 
by her attorneys. Mrs. SPEARS claimed she signed affidavit prior to 
January 7,.1960, when she first knew her husband was alive. 


; During interviews Mrs. SPEARS admitted initiating claim. on 
$100,000 insurance policy purchased by her husband. in Los Angeles, 
California, in September, 1959. This claim was also handled through 
her Dallas attorney. 
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In addition ROBERT VERNON SPEARS attempted to obtain 
mortgage insurance policy om loan obtained im October, 1959, which 
loan was made against his house as set out above; however one ‘i 
source indicated he was denied this insurance because of his 
advanced age whereas another source indicated he was denied 
insurance because of extensive criminal record. 


In October, 1959, ROBERT VERNON SPEARS obtained mortgage 
loan on Dallas home and on October 26, 1959, at Dallas bank purchased 
$11,500 in cashier's checks, all made payable to wife. 


Iv. KNOWN ACTIVITIES OF ROBERT VERNON SPEARS AT DALLAS 


Investigation Dallas indicates that although SPEARS! 
family moved from Dallas in early June, 1959, to San Pedro, 
California, where the family resided until about the.first week in 
November, 1959, ROBERT SPEARS made numerous trips from California 
to Dallas. Investigation continuing to attempt to develop pertinent 
information as to these ‘trips. During September, 1959, he reportedly 
made at least one trip to Dallas in connection with a controversy 
with a tenant who leased his Dallas home and in October made other 
trips in eonnection with same matter and in attempt to sell his home, 


Mrs, SPEARS claims she and children returned to Dallas with 
him November 8, 1959, and investigation tends to verify this date of 
return. : é 


ROBERT SPEARS apparently in Dallas period November 8-13, 1959. 


On November 12, 1959, ROBERT SPEARS obtained ticket for 
travel via Delta.Airlines that date from Dallas to Tampa, Florida; 
however due to several hour delay of flight on November 12, 1959, he 
eanceled reservations for this flight and left Dallas about 7 a.m., 
November 13, 1959, on Delta flight 966. 


While in Tampa he wrote three letters to wife which were 
writen on November 13 and 14, 1959, and which were not received by 
her until November 16, 1959. According to her he also made one 
phone call November 14, 1959. 


Investigation Dallas refleets that about 11 p.m., 
January 7, 1960, ROBERT SPEARS and WILLIAM ALBERT TURSKA identified 
as "Dr, GEORGE RHODES and Geo." checked in Lakewood Hotel, Dallas, 
and stayed uhtil 10:44 a.m., January 8, 1960. Thereafter he and 
TURSKA identified as "Dr. GEORGE RHODES and bro." checked in Grande 
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Ledge Motel, Dallas, where they stayed until January 11, 1960, 


Mrs, SPEARS admits contacting husband at Lakewood Hotel 
January vay 41960, and at Grande Lodge Motel January 8 and 11, 1960. 


ROBERT SPEARS and TURSKA identified as checking in Juanita 
Motel, Abilene, eres night of January 11, 1960, and ehecking out 
January 12, 1960, as W. E, RHODES ‘and. brother. 


Investigation Dallas indicates possibility that ROBERT 
SPEARS and/or TURSKA attempted to purchase a 1957 Plymouth sedan 
from Dallas owner who hed advertised same and which Plymouth was 
very similar to 1957 Plyziouth owned by WILLIAM ALI ALLEN-TAYLOR and 
found, in SPEARS" possession, Phoenix, at time of arrest. 


V. (INFORMATION OBTAINED AT DALLAS REGARDING WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR 


Investigation Dallas’ reflects that during 1950 and 1951 
TAYLOR resided in ‘Dallas and was hospitalized on two occasions as 
‘ a result of injuries received in alleged accidents. 


Some acquaintances of SPEARS have furnished ‘anformation 
indi¢ating TAYLOR has been in Dalias on occasions since 1951 and 
investigation continuing to develop this information. 


VI. INFORMATION DEVELOPED AS TO BACKGROUND AND ASSOCIATES OF 
? ROBERT VERNON AND FRANCES LOUISE SPEARS : 


aie U~ Eatensive investigation has been conducted contacting» 
numerous’ associates. of the SPEARS in the Dallas area. These™ 

., contacts include relatives, naturopaths, neighbors, and long- 
time acquaintances. 


Considerable information has been developed concerning 
DE. SPEARS abortion activities and his reported extensive travels 
to perform these abortions. He is generally regarded as a — 
-devoted father and is extremely fond and proud of his two- 
ehildren and his wife. ‘Specific information as to marital 
difficuities between SPEARS and wife has not been developed 
although she admits considerable difficulty since his arrest 
in early 1958 when she claims she first learned of his extensive 
criminal record and abortion activities. Several persons contacted 
velated information concerning association between SPEARS and ¢ 
WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR, although positive information as to alleged 
trips made to the Dallas area by TAYLOR has not been developed

Mrs, ROBERT SPEARS,on interview at her residence, 6116 
Gaston Avenue, Dallas, Texas, on January 18, 1960, advised that 
she and her husband were. the owners of the property at. 6116 Gaston 
Avenue and had practically completed payment for this residence 
when they decided to move to Los Angeles, California, in the 
late summer of 1959. She stated that only about tweive or 
thirteen hundred dollars was owed ohn this property but at the 
time they moved they had this property re-financed through the 
Beacon Mortgage Company, Kirby Building, Dallas, Texas, and 
veceived the difference in cash between the amount then owed on 
the premises and .$16,500, the amount re-financed. She stated 
that $2,000 of this was deposited in their account at the Mercantile 
National Bank in Dailas and approximately $500 was. on deposit to 
their account at the Lawndale Branch of the Bank of America, Los 
Angeles, California, at the time of the death of ROBERT SPEARS. 
She stated that in addition to these two bank accounts at the 
time of the death of her husband she had in her possession the 
balance of the funds mentioned above in the form of cashiers 
checks amounting to approximately $12,000 and has been using 
these funds to live on since the death of her husband. 


F Mrs. SPEARS advised that this property on Gaston Avenue 
in Dallas was re-financed in order to obtain funds to move to 
California, obtain a residence there and get ROBERT SPEARS started 
in business in Los Angeles, She stated that the property in Dallas. 
was leased to a Mrs. LONGHENRY on a year's lease at a rental of 
$400 per month. She stated that they were able to obtain this 
amount of rental since the property consists of a large two story 
brick residence with quarters on the first floor front for a 
doctor's office, the property being located on a residential 
thoroughfare near a large suburban shopping center. She stated 
that the property also consists of a large garage apartment also 
available as rental property. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that they purchased a residence in 
California at 1802 Santa Rena Drive, San Pedro, California, from 
@ Mr, and Mrs, OSCAR WESSER for a total amount of $27,500. She’ 
stated that the down payment on this property amounted to some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $4,000 which has been paid and . 
the monthly payments thereon amount of $141.00. She stated that 
the monthly payments on the re=financed loan on the Gaston Avenue 
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property in Dallas are $177, She stated that it was contemplated 


that the $400 per month rental on the Gaston Avenue property wotld 


adequately handle payments on both the Dallas and San Pedro prop- 
erties. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that in-adition to the financial 
arrangements mentioned above, ROBERT SPEARS had deposited $2500 
in Gash as collateral on a bail bond posted for-him in.-conneetion 
with a criminal case pending against him in Los ‘Angeles charging 
him with abortion. Mrs, SPEARS advised that the income of her 
husband had been more than sufficient to meet their current 
obligations and they were in no financial strain whatever. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that her husband had. taken out a 
$100, ,000 insurance policy to cover travel by a common carrier, 
She” stated that he took out this policy in September, 1959, 
inasmuch as he was doing considerable travel at that time bet- 
ween California, Dallas and Florida. She stated that.she,can.. 
pérsonally récail two ‘round trip flights.made by ROBERT SPEARS 
from Los Angéles to Dallas and return in addition to his flight 
from Los Angeles to Tampa; Florida, subsequent to his taking 
out this insurance policy. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that in addition to this $100, 000 
insurance policy, ROBERT SPEARS had a $20,000 policy and a 
Mutual Benefit Health and Accident policy which covered hospital- 
ization and also paid $1000 in case of death. Mrs. SPEARS 
advised she did not know of any other insurance policies at 
this time, 


Mrs, SPEARS advised that about the first of November, 
1959, she, her husband, and children had returned to Dallas ~ 
becatise of the fact that Mrs. LONGHENRY had abandoned her 
lease on Gaston Avenue property and had allegedly stolén and. 
converted some of the furniture left in the house belonging. to 
the SPEARS, She stated that they had instituted a law suit ~ 
against Mrs. LONGHENRY in the amount of $3,000 which was being 
handled through the law firm of Mr. CHARLES W, TESSMER. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that after she and her husband 
returned’ to Dallas, her husband had gone“on to Tampa, Florida, 
for two purposes, one was to see ALLEN TAYLOR .and attempt, to 
collect from hin’ some money owed to ROBERT SPEARS and the 
other purpose was to visit with a doctor there to confer with 
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him and arrange to sell him materials to be used in an abortion 
practice there, 


Mrs. SPEARS exhibited a letter which she stated was 
written to her by her husband and which letter was dated only 
"Saturday, 2:00 p.m." and was contained in an envelope addressed 
to “Occupant, 6116 Gaston Avenue, Dallas 14, Texas," and bore 
the postmark, "Tampa, Fla. 5 p.m. 11/14/59." She advised that 
photostats of this letter might be made by the FBI but she 
desired that the original be returned to her. She stated that 
the reason that the envelope was addressed only to Occupant” 
was because of the fact that the post office had previously 
been notified to forward their mail to California and ROBERT 
SPEARS had assumed that if he addressed the letter to Mrs. SPEARS 
that it would not be delivered in Dallas, but would be forwarded 
to California and Mrs. SPEARS would not receive it until she 
returned to California, 


Mes. SPEARS then exhibited a photostatic copy of a 
second letter which was dated only "1:35 p.m." but which was 
contained ‘in an énvelope addressed to "Mrs. R, SPEARS, 6116 _ 
Gaston Avenue," and was postmarked 11:00 p.m., at Tampa, 

Florida, She advised that she had received both of these letters 
through the mail on the morning of November 16, 1959. 


Mes, SPEARS added that she had also received a third 
letter from her husband on the morning of November 16, 1959, but 
stated that this letter had been forwarded to an attorney, Mr. 
WALTER ELY, in Los Angeles, California, for his use in trying 
to recover the $2500 collateral posted by ROBERT SPEARS in 
connection with his bail bond and since the attorney representing 
SPEARS in the criminal case at Los Angeles had attached this 
$2500 claiming it as his attorney's fee, although ROBERT SPEARS 
had stated in the letter that he had already paid this attorney 
his fee. She stated that a copy of this letter could be obtained 
from Mr. ELY, 


Mrs. SPEARS stated that ler husband had been acquainted 
with ALLEN TAYLOR for a long time and that she too has been 
acquainted with TAYLOR for a number of years, She deseribed 
TAYLOR as being a person who seems soured on the world and is 
never satisfied with his situation, but continually complains 
and finds fault with everything. She stated that she feels 
that he has needed psychiatric care and’is not mentally stable. 
She stated that he would frequently visit with them, but would 
sit for an entire evening and never say anything and when he 
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did talk he was interested in some kind of a deal or racket 
to make money rapidly. 


Mes, SPEARS stated further that the health of 
ROBERT SPEARS was excellent. She stated that ROBERT SPEARS 
was not a drinking man and for years has been strongly 
opposed to drinking of any kind. She stated that she has 
known him on occasions to take a single small drink when to 
refuse would be embarrassing to him from a business or social 
standpoint, but since their marriage she has never known him 
to take more than one drink during an evening. 


Mrs, SPEARS stated that with everything considered, 
she feels that she and her husband were in a good financial 
condition, her husband's health was excellent, they were 
happily married and he was extremely fond of their two small 
children as is frequently the case when a person up in years 
has small children of his own. She stated that ROBERT SPEARS 
did not seem to be seriously concerned about the criminal 
charges pending against him in California and felt that that 
could be disposed of without serious inconvenience to himself, 
She stated that in view of the above she has no idea of any 
motive that ROBERT SPEARS might have to have wanted to dis- 
appear from sight: or to commit suicide, She stated that she 
has not heard from him since the time of the crash and is

She saidmhe 
told him that they had to call Mr. TESSMER and ask him what tocdo. 
She said that BOB SPEARS did not let her call Mr. TESSMER because 
he had said that no one would ever believe him and because the 
case against him in California would merely be made harder and 
there was no way out. He said he could stay in hiding until 
things were made all right for her. She said that she then told 
him that he was just puting her in a position where she would be 
taken away from the children. She said she told him that he 
could not go anywhere that he would not be recognized! but he 
ipsisted he could. She said she told him that she would not be 
able to use the money that she got from the insurance policy, but 
would only be able to leave it in the bank or somewhere so that 
she would be able to repay it when it became necessary and stated 
she would merely go to work to provide for herself and the 
ehildren so as not to have to use any of this money wrongfully 
attained. She stated she did not spend the night at the hotel but 

. peturned to her residence that evening. 


She stated that. BOB SPEARS asked her how things wexe 
financially and she told him she had only the cashiers checks 
from the loan on the house.at 6116 Gaston, which they had obtained 
in October, 1959. She stated they had obtained this loan on their 
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home because they needed some cash to pay attorney's fees and to 
post as collateral on BOB SPEARS' bail bond in California and to 
dive on temporarily. She said BOB SPEARS asked her if she had any 
money she could let him have and she told him she did not as she 
had to account for all the money she spent since the Probate 

Gourt knew about the cashiers checks and all other funds in her 
possession. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that the next morning, January 8, 
1960, TURSKA called her by phone and said that he would meet her. 
She said she then drove by the hotel and saw a Cadillac with 
Arizona license plates, which she assumed to be TURSKA!s. °.She 
then drove to the Safeway Grocery Store and, telephoned the hotel 
and TURSKA walked to the Safeway Grocery Store parking lot and 
met her. She said that on that day she had cashed at the Lakewood 
State Bank one of the $2,000 cashiers checks. She stated she 
“talked to. TURSKA but did not talk to BOB SPEARS on that day. She 
Said after she returned home, VERNICE DARBY, a Negro maid then 
working for her, told her that someone had called and his voice 
sounded exactly like that of BOB SPEARS. 


Mrs. SPEARS stated that Dr. TURSKA again came to her 
house that night and gave her a list of things that BOB SPEARS 
wanted, She said that she told TURSKA that she did not want to 
" give these things to him as someone might miss them. She stated 
TURSKA then suggested that she should sell the things to him and 
she agreed to do this. 


She stated that Mr. WESTERLAGE, the attorney, had called 
her and she had told him that there was a man at her house from 
Anizona who wanted to buy some of BOB SPEARS' things and that she 
would be busy with him the rest of the day and the following day. 


She said that she then turned over to Dr. TURSKA 
BOB's leather-working todls, some rolis of leather, BOB's cloth- 
ing, and his top coat and two blue zipper car. sacks trimmed in 
red. She said that she actually gave these things vo TURSKA 
on Saturday morning, January 9, 1960 and that the things were 
put in a big cardboard box. She said that. she owned a trdler 
frame which was disassembled jn the garage. “and that TURSKA then 
reassembled this trailer frame and painted it black and then 
‘hitehed it to the back of his Cadillac. Mrs. SPEARS said TURSKA 
then loaded the things she had turned over to him on to this: 
trailer. , 


She said she gave TURSKA a receipt for $150.00 indi- 
eating that he had purchased ‘the, clothing and leather-working 
tools and things from her and another receipt for $50.00 
indicating that he had purchased the trailer from her. 
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Mrs. SPEARS stated that she gave him the receipt for the 
trailer in order that he could re-register it in his name. 


tes . SPEARS advised that on Sunday, January 10, 1960 
TURSKA returned some of the things that she had turned over to him 
as BOB did not want or need them. She said then told TURSKA to 
tell BOB to stop sending her notes and stop having contact of any 
kind With her. residence. She said that by this time, BOB SPEARS 
and TURSKA had moved from the Lakewood Hotel to Cabin 35; Grande 
Lodge Motel in Oak cliff. ° 


She said that on Monday, January 11, 1960, she drove 
to Cabin 35, Grande Lodge Metel,, and again she saw BOB SPEARS. 
She said that she had first called him and then drove there to 
see him. She said she begged him not to go through with his 
plans but he insisted it was his only chanee. She stated she 
asked him if he had done anything to the plane and he insisted 
that he had not, that he could not hurt anyone like that or 
that many people. He told her that he knew that when’ the plane 
erashed it was his chance to make things right for her and 
the babies. She stated he wanted pictures of the babies, however, 
she did not want to give them to him since they had been made 
after the accident, but he insisted that no one would find him 
and the pictures and therefore, she gave him the photographs. - 
She stated she gave him $1,000 in cash from the $2,000 she had 
obtained when cashing the cashiers check. 


Mrs. SPEARS stated that BOB SPEARS told her that if 
she ever received a package to look very carefully fora note. 
Mrs. SPEARS stated BOB SPEARS then said he was not "worth a 
damn” and wished he was on the plane instead of AL’, He stated 
that. AL was not a Very good boy", but that he was very sorry AL 
was on the plane. 


Mrs. SPEARS said that she asked BOB if he had AL's - 
car and he said he had started out with the car but that he did 
not: know where the car was. She stated she asked him again 
af he had put a bomb or anything on the plane and he insisted 
he had not. 


Mrs. SPEARS then added that when TURSKA was at her 
residence on Saturday, January 9, 1960, loading his car, she 
had observed a cardboard box in the trunk of the car on which 
box wag printed the word "explosives". She said she asked him 
about the explosives and he said that they used them on the 
ranch in prospecting. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that she had not been to TESSMER's 
office or taken any affirmative action whatever to collect on 
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the insurance policy since learning BOB SPEARS was alive on 
_Fanuary 7, 1960. 


She stated that at one time during the conversation 
with BOB SPEARS, BOB had told her that if the pressures got too 
great for her to let him know and he would take care of himself. 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that about the first of the year, 
1959, BOB SPEARS started spending a large part of his time in 
California but that wntil June, 1959, he would be in California 
for a while and then-in Dallas for a while. She stated that 
on June 15, 1959, she and the children moved to California with 
+BOB SPEARS and purchased @ house there. She said that BOB SPEARS 
returned to Dallas on September 2, 1959 to check on the property 
at 6116 Gaston Avenue, and that it was at that time that he 
purchased a $100,000 Common Carrier insurance policy. 


She stated that about October 12 or 13, 1959 they 
received a phone call from PETER KELLUM, the tenant in their 
garage apartment at 6116 Gaston, who teld them that Mrs. 
LONGHENRY to whom they had leased the property, had moved out 
of the property. She said that BOB then left California on 
October 12 or 13,. 1959 and came to Dallas.to check on this 


property. 


Mrs. SPEARS stated he returned to California on 
November 2, 1959 and she and the children then returned to Dailas 
with him, arriving back in Dallas on November 8, 1959. She said 
that BOB SPEARS then left ‘Dallas en route to Tampa» Florida on 
November 13, 1959. , Mrs. SPEARS stated that both she and BOB 
SPEARS had studied hypnosis but that she did not think that BOB 
SPEARS had sufficient confidence in himself to hypnotise anyone. 


Mes. SPEARS advised that she and her husband had had 
very few close associates in n Daligs since BOB's arrest in Dallas 
en abortion charges in 1958 


Mrs. SPEARS advised that their bank account at the 
Mercantile Bank in.Dallas and at the bank in California were 
- both joint accounts as Dr. and Mrs. R. SPEARS.

Mrs.-SPEARS recalled that Dr. SPEARS was supposed to 
have left Dallas on Thursday afternoon, November 12, 1959, and 
took axtaxi to the Baker Hotel in Dallas where he then took the 
limousine to fnion-Carter Fleld. He learned his plane was 
grourided and the earliest he could get another one was 6 AM on 
the morning of Novenber 13, 1959. She continued that she was 
asleep when SPEARS left the next morning and she did not observe 
the luggage he took withhim to Tampa; however, he usually took 
with him a‘Fiberglas Two Suiter suitcase, British tan in color. 
She stated sHe later observed this suitcase to be missing from 
the house and she presumed he had taken this suitcase with him. 
She recalled that two of his suitcases she has not been able to 
locate since his arrest in Los Angeles on July 31, 1959. She 
prestmed these suitcases are in possession of the Los, Angeles 
Police Department. She described these as 4 train case about the 
size of a makeup kit’ and an attache case or brief case.

She described the box observed in the rear of TURSKA's 
car as being a corrugated box about 15 inches by 8 inches with 
the word “explosives” printed across the box. She added the 
box had not been opened. 


Mrs. SPEARS said she was positive she observed the 
Fiberglas Two Suiter suitcase referred to above in SPEARS! room 
at the Lakewood Hotel on January 7, 1960. 


Mrs. SPEARS concluded by advising that she recalled BOB 
SPEARS making reference to AL TAYLOR's having trouble with a 
pinched nerve in her .conversations with him, but SPEARS did not 
mention TAYLOR was seeking medical attention for his condition. 


Mrs. SPEARS said she did not advise someone she had 
seen SPEARS when he visited Dallas, January 7-11, 1960, because 
she "still loves BOB and she wanted to give him what chance 
he had", Mrs. SPEARS declined to furnish the hame of the 
doctor in Tampa, Florida who SPEARS was supposedly going to see. 
SPEARS advised her that he was going to Tampa to contact a 

. doctor there regarding furnishing materials to the doctor to 

be used in abortions. Mrs. SPEARS said this doctor was a 
prominent individual and because of the nature of the contact’ 
she did not want to get him into any trouble. She said Dr. 
SPEARS did not mention any other contacts he was going to make, 
in Tampa, although she felt cértain he would look up AL TAYLOR 
since Dr. SPEARS and TAYLOR were close friends. She added that 
Dr. SPEARS first advised her of his contemplated trip to Tampa 
by letter while she was still in California and he-was in Dallas.

During the period 
of time I was away from Dallas, my house was rented to a LUCILLE 
LONGHENRY, While in California, Dr. SPEARS was unemployed. Dr.

To my knowledge during this period of time, the only 
business activity he had was his endeavors to sell the house. 


"on] November 12, 1959, Dr. SPEARS was supposed to 
depart from Dallas via Delta Airlines for Tampa, Florida; 
however, prior to departure, he was advised by Delta Airlines 
that the plane he’ was ,supposed to board had been delayed at 
San Francisco, Wherhe/“fearned this information, he decided 
to delay his departure from Dallas until approximately 6 a.m. 
the following morning. 


"In preparation for the trip to Tampa, Dr. SPEARS 
packed his own bag, which I am certain was the Fiberglas two- 
suiter, British tan color, JI was not present when the bag was 
packed; and therefore, I do not of my own knowledge know the 
exact gontents of the bag.

"We drove to the Lakewood Hotel, My first impulse was 
that I did not want the car seen around the Lakewood Hotel and 
then I'made the statement to Dr. TURSKA, "whit will be is to be! 

We walked into 
the hotel and went to Room 26, Dr. TURSKA knocked at the door and 
when the door was opened, there was Dr. SPEARS.

éxact. account of everything that I had spent, but that I would 


seé if I could not do something. He asked me not to worry about 


it. I recall also that the only actual: agreement made during 
this visit was that we wold both think about what should be 

done about contacting Mr. TESSMER or someone in authority to 

advise that he was alive. 


"During the evening of January 7, 1960 and all through 


the night, I kept trying to think of what could be done or 
how this thing should be worked out. Each time I would come 
back that the only solution was to call Mr. TESSMER and let 
him figure it out. I knew also that which ever way it went 
I had to still myself in my home enviroment for the babies! 
sake and for Mrs. M¢cNIEL, 


"Friday's activities had already been planned and 
they were that I a ee the barber shop for a hair 
eut and to the grocery store and return home in sufficient 
time that lunch could be prepared with what I bought at the 
store, I knew deviation from this schedule would have to be 
explained to Mrs. McNIEL. Therefore I tried to follow through 
with the day's activities a8 they had béeti plarined. I had no 
interition of calling the hotel or contacting Dr. SPEARS or Dr. 
TURSKA. But I finally decided that they were not going to 
leave town or he wasn't going to do anything until I talked 
with him again and I may 4s well find out when he wanted to 
talk to me and where we would see each:other, TURSKA called 
me as I was leav: use and I told him I was leaving 
the house to tak to the barber shop and.the grocery 
store and that I 0 be back home in sufficient time to 
prepare lunch, When I left the house I didn't know whether 
TURSKA would be waiting for me at the hotel or if he was 
waiting. at all and I circled the hotel -several times in my 
car and located his car or what I thought was his car by 
virtue of it having an Arizona license and drove to the 
Safeway Store on Abrams. Road, and telephoned and told Dr, 
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TURSKA where I was and he conveyed the information to BOB 
and apparently between the two of them it was. agreed that Dr. 
TURSKA would come to me. Dr, TURSKA did meet me at the parking 
lot at the Safeway Store and I asked him if BOB had conveyed 
any information to him at all as to what he was going to do 
nd he’ told me that BOB had not told him of any of his plans, 
other than he wanted to. see mé again, I told TURSKA that I 
éould not and would Hot be absenced from my house for very | 
* long at a time and for him to go back and to.tell BOB that 
I would not accept anything from him other than his turning

. him that I could not jeopardize myself because of the babies. 
“ Twent to the Texaco Service Station on Gaston Avenue and had 
- my car filled with gasoline and drove to the hotel and let 
Dr. TURSKA out, on to the barber shop, grocery store and 
returned home. When I got home the Colored girl, VERNICE 
DARBY, who has done day work for me.for a number of years and 
knows both Dr. SPEARS and I quite well, told me of two or 
three telephone calls that I had from intimate friends completely 
disassociated from this, and after considerable hesitation, 
ask me if I knew of anyone whose voice sounded like Dr. SPEARS, 
I told her I couldn't think of anyone who had a voice like his, 
however, in trying to cover up I mentioned several people 
and ask if she wasn't sure it was he that had called, Each 
time she would say I know his voice and it wasn't he. TURSKA 
came’ to the House on Friday afternoon and told me they had 
oved to the Grande Lodge. I drove to the Grande in my car and 
'URSKA was with me and we went to Cabin #35 and again visited 
_ With Dr. SPEARS. While Dr. SPEARS and I were visiting, TURSKA 
drove my car. Before I took to the barber shop, I b6 
: stopped at the Lakewood Stat d had a $2,000 cashiers b7c 
check cashed, A Mr. MILLER at the bank checked with the 
Mercantile to be sure it was okay. The cashiers check was, drawn 
-on the Mercantile National Bank, (While Dr. SPEARS was in . = 
Dallas during October, the final consummation of refinancing 
our property at 6116 Gaston Avenue with Beacon Mortgage ; 
Company, Kirby Building, Dallas, Texas, was accomplished. 
The refinancing amounted to $16,500, $2,000 was placed on 
deposit at the Mercantile National Bank in our joint account. : 
Dr. SPEARS retained $600 and some odd dollars in cash. The 
remaining was made into cashiers checks, $2,000 denominations, - : 
made payable to me and drawn on the Mercantile National Bank), 
I do not recall direct conversation at this meeting but 
it was during this meeting that I gave him $1,000 and explained 
to him why I didn't want him to see the children, He made

; "On Friday night after the babies were put to ped, I 
started collecting the things that Dr. SPEARS wanted and 
néedéd. I packed the items collected Friday by me which were 
collected from inside the house which were Homeopathic Cardex 
File, his homeopathic medications, turning forks, two small 
jars of medications that had been used for abortions, two 
one-half gallon Jars of medications, a ‘Maico' Hearing Unit, his 
personal clothing consisting of his top, coat, shirts and ; 
shorts, sport shirts, dress shirts, socks, ties, hariderchiefs 
and other items of similar clothing and several clothes hangers. 


"On Saturday, January 9, 1960, TURSKA came to my house 
and while he assembled the trailer frame and built the bed 
. for the trailer, I unpacked the boxes that had been delivered 
from our California address and stored in the garage, and 
-¥ packed in boxes the following items: Numerous phohographi¢ 
sound records that were used for treatments; tools for tooling 
leathers: rolls of leather; one brown suitcase containing bill- 
folds already made; cocktail aprons; one box of files pertaining 
‘to Rage Foundation and miséellaneous items of related nature, 
I Helped Dr. ‘TURSKA load these materials on the, trailer and 
in his car, In the back of:his car was a box, 4 cardboard 
pox abdéut 8"x12"x15" in size. It was marked .'Explosives'. 
The box was unopened, I inquired what it was used for and 
what it was, and he’ safd he’used it for prospecting on the 
vanch, I asked him if He had found anything and he said they 
‘ had made a few minor finds but not anything of significance, 
After loading the trailer and car, TURSKA took the trailer 
away,- I assumed he was taking the trailer.to the Grande Lodge. 


"Here T eoutil ‘Like to go back and state that in 
regard to our meeting on Friday afternoon, in my conference 
with. BOB, it was decided hae I should sell the above items . 
to TURSKA, 


"on Friday afternoon, when I returned home I was 
advised of a a al call, from oes LLOYD. W, WESTERLAGE 
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in Mr. TESSMER's office, When I called Mr. WESTERLAGE he 
advised me that the people holding the $20,000 policy had 
refused payment until further proof of death was furnished 
and that what it wotlld be necessary for me to do would be te 
maké Oiit @ list of what my monthly expenses would run so 
that we can submit it to the probate Court and apply for a widow's 
allowance, I told ii that I didn’t know whet I could get to 
it, that I had a mah here from out of town to whom I was 
Selling a lot of things that were stored in the garage and that 
it would take me ali day Saturday and possibly most of Sunday 
to go thrdugh 411 of the boxes and separate what he wanted, 
Hé told me to get the information to him as quickly as I 
eould, Before Dr. TURSKA left Friday evening I gave Dr. 

_ TURSKA the same information which had been related to me by 
Mr. WESTERLAGE and asked him to tell BOB. After the household 
had settled down on Friday night and prior to packing the 
items above mentioned, I had a chance to go through my mail 
in which there was a letter from Mrs. CAMPANELLA of Graham, 
Plorida, enclosing a clipping which appeared in the Jacksonville 
paper pertaining to AL TAYLOR disappearing the night of the 
erash, 


"Phe whole day Saturday was spent building the 
trailer and packing the boxes. . 


"on Sunday, January 10, 1960, TURSKA came. to the 
house with a letter from BOB telling me a few other minor 
items in the way of clothing and the two blue car sacks, and 
returned one box of things that he decided he did not want 
to take with him. This box is still in the garagé intact. 
TURSKA was busy most of the time cleaning up the garage as he 
told me he would do, rearranging the lumber so the washer and. 
iryer might be installed. While Dr. TURSKA was working in

I recall that after Dr, SPEARS called 
the house ‘on Friday, I told TURSKA to tell him not to ‘communicate 
with the house. In the letter I received from BOB requesting 
minor items he stated ‘he wanted to Sée me again at the lodge, 

I had already told him he couldn't come to the house.

come, I went back to the house and stayed through’ the lunch 
hour and then went to the Grande Lodge to talk with BOB. I 
showed him the clipping I had teceived from Mrs. CAMPANELLA™ 
and told him about the insurance company wanting further 
proof of his being on the plane and told him this was futile 
effort on his part and that there wasn't a chance in the 
world fér his going anywhere without being recognized, He 


time and that no one could have seen him, I told him that it 
took only a second for anyone to see him and know who he was, 
and that there wasn't a state in the union where there wasn't 
someone who knew. him and would cognize him. He told me not 
to worry about that, that he co take care of it and. that 
everything.would be all right. He tried to get me to talk 
about a way he could communicate with me and that he could

"T recall now that on Thursday night when he told me 
that he was driving AL's car I asked him where the car was and 
Re answered me. that hé did not know, J asked him why AL was

taken care of so that he could continue with his arrangements 
that he had already made to leave the country. He did not 
go into any furthér details as to how arrangements had been 
made, or when, between Dr, SPEARS and AL TAYLOR as to AL's 
coming to Dallas on the plane and Dr. SPEARS driving AL's car 
to Dallas. 


"T now recall that in one of the notes previously 
mentioned above, he said that if pressures ever got to great to 
let him know and he would take care of things. This was my 
last visit with BOB and it lasted approximately 14 hours. I 
do not know when they left Dallas after my last visit with him. 


"Since my. last visit with BOB my time has been 
devoted completely and entirely with the sick babies and I 
have signed no legal instruments or conducted any type of 
business in the way of continuing with settling the estate. 
There has been no monetary gain by me in any way. As a matter 
of fact the bank picked up the car today. 1 know of no way 
Dr. SPEARS could have benefited from this situation to date 
under the circumstances, 


"at this point I would like to advise as follows 
concerning a telephone conversation with Mrs. AL TAYLOR who 
was in Tampa, Florida, the telephone conversation taking 
place on November 17, 1959. On November 17, 1959 I had. the 
following telephone conversation. ALLEN TAYLOR, JR, telephoned 
me on November 17, 1959 and asked me. if I had heard ov seen 
his father and I told him I had not and he wanted to know 
if I knew if he was on the plane with BOB and I told him that 
_f didn't. Mrs. TAYLOR (ALLEN JR.'s mother) then took the phone 
‘and told me that she couldn't find AL and was wondering if he 
was on the plane with BOB. I told her how the airlines had 
-been in touch with me, the type of calls that I had had from 
“them and told her that if she had riot been contacted I would 
assume that he was not on the plane, I asked her if she had 
reported him as missing to the authorities. She said that she 
had not but that she would as soon as she finished talking with 
me, She said that there was an article in a local paper saying 
that there were gangsters on the plane and that they had blown the 
plane up because of some underworld characters, At this 
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"point I became quite irritated, mostly because of her tone 
of voice and secondly because I had had numerous faise reports 
throughout thé day and had made the decision to believe nothing s 
unless it came officially from the airlines. I told Mrs. 
TAYLOR that I would not allow such a statement as that to 
upset me. . That if she had information of that nature I would 
Tite to know about it but that I was not going to be upset by 
it. Shé said that she would write me a letter and send me 
thé clipping. She also extended her sympathies, To date I 
have récéived no communication whatsoever of a written nature 
from Mes. ALICE STEELE TAYLOR, A few days later there was 
another long distance telephone conversation between ALLEN 
TAYLOR, JR. and I but IT do not recall the exact date of this 
telephone conversation, ALLEN again asked me if I had heard 

. from his father and.I told him I had not, I again asked him 
if he had been reported to the Missing Persons Bureau and 
he said he would call them as soon as he finished talking with 
me. He said that he had gone to his Dad's Post Office box, 
Box 2832 Tampa, Florida, and found an- insurance policy made 
out to him.

During the interviews, Mrs, SPEARS insisted that 
she could not recall any of the details of her conversation 
with Dr. SPEARS on the afternoon on Friday, January 8, 1960, 
With regard to this visit she stated she had previously 
hot recalled she had visited Dr, SPEARS on this date and 
that.she had stated to other FBI Agents that there were 
only two visits with Dr. SPEARS while he was in Dallas 
between January 7-11, 1960, 


During the dictation of her statement, Mrs. 
SPEARS was firm and very positive about eyents prior to 
January 8, 1960 and about certain contacts with Dr. TURSKA 
during the above period. sath 


Mrs, SPEARS was very cautious and ‘hesitant about 
making any statement about her visit with Dr. SPEARS on 
January 8, 1960. 
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Beginning with the point in the interview when she 
saw Dr. SPEARS on. the’ afternoon of January'8, 1960, she began 
by qualifying her remarks dnd stated "It is difficult to . 
recall” ,,." She then proceéded ‘to spell out the purported 
specific conversation between Hér and Dr. SPEARS with a 
question andanswer type dissertation, She maintained that 
on January 8, 1960 she was very apprehensive about seeing 
SPEARS and that she drove around the Lakewood Hotel a time 
or two before going into the hotel. . She stated she saw an 
automobile with Arizona licerise plates which she believed’ to 
be that‘of Dr.. TURSKA, after which she parked and proceeded 
into Dr. SPEARS! room. 


After several hesitations and lapses of several 
minutes between statements she maintained that although she 
could not recall the specific nature of her conversation with 
Dr. SPEARS ‘on this date that she was sure the details would 
"come to her," 


On several instances she maintained she could not 
recall the conversation that transpired between her and SPEARS 
put thereafter in intermittent statements recalled the purported 
exact conversation on particular points, One such point was : 
the fact that she gave Dr. SPEARS $1,000. During the discussion 
of the $1,000 given to Dr. SPEARS, Mrs. SPEARS diverted the 
conversation to her children which she stated meant’ "everything 
to her", She also.related that Dr. SPEARS was extremely fond of 
the children and that it was his desire to see them grow up in 
god surroundings and receive a’good education. Mrs. SPEARS 
commented that she recalled another point that she had not 
previously remembered and this was the fact that Dr. SPEARS told 
her on one of the visits with him in Dallas January 7-11, 1960 
about how she should answer questions if she should be questioned 
by law enforcement officers, about the fact she did not ‘have to 
agree to take a polygraph test, and as a matter of fact, she 
did not have to make any statements if she did not choose.to do 
80, She further stated that on Sunday morning, January 10, 

1960 that when Dr. TURSKA came to her home on Gaston Avenue, 

he delivered a note to her from Dr. SPEARS which dealt entirely 
with Spabouctions ae i she should respond to any questioning 
about the plane crash and again réminded. her that she did not 
have to submit to a polygraph test’ of make any statement. 


Mrs. SPEARS stated she had been unable to locate the 
above note nor the list of items which Dr. SPEARS indicated. he 
wanted packed and placed on the trailer. 
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It will be noted that on January 21, 1960, in an 
interview Mrs. SPEARS admitted that the list of things she 
obtained from Dr. SPEARS to be packed for him had been torn + 
up by her ahd flushed down.the toilet. When questioned as to’ : 
why she did this she stated that she just did not want to have 
it around. 


“ Myvs. SPEARS was asked about the amount of interest 
$100,000 wotild’ provide in the way of a return on an investment 
and she commented, "I knew the whole thing was wrong and intended 
£60 keep the insuvance intact so it could be given back," but 
that she was "going along with BOB" (Dr. SPEARS). 


Mrs. SPEARS was unable to explain her position insofar 
as this statem@nt was concerned nor why she would accept the 
mofiéy but not spend it, She was asked if the interest earned 
fron $100,000 would not amount to more than she could earn 
from employment which she stated she intended to seek, and she 
admitted that the amount of interest would possibly be more 
than any salary she could ear per year, 


Mrs. SPEARS remarked that she did not want Dr. SPEARS 

to come to their home on Gaston Avenue nor to contact her in 

any way at any place; however, she was unable to reconcile heft 
thinking in this matter since she was "going along with the 
plan", By this statement she explained in the above regard she 
meant her agreement with Dr. SPEARS not to divulge the fae@ rr: 
he was’. alive and was planning to attempt to collect on his 
insurance policy.

To point out ways in which Mrs, SPEARS interfreted a 
statement in one interview and then placing a different” inter- 
pretation on the same statement in a subsequent interview, it is 
to be noted that in an interview with her on January 21, 1960 
she advised the interviewing agents that Dr. SPEARS had made 
the statement to her that if the pressure ever became to great 
he would "take care of himself," | She was. asked by the inter- 
viewing agent on January 21, 1960 what she thought he meant by 

. this statement. She-at first stated she had no interpretation 
of this statement but when she was confronted with the question, 
"Do, you think he meant he would commifiz7 suicide" she nodded her 
head in the affirmative. In the interview on, January 22, 1960 
She was. again asked her interpretation of this statement at 
which time she stated she thought he meant he would come to 
her and take care of "things." 


te ; Mrs. SPEARS was asked what ‘the status of her marriage 
to Dr. SPEARS was in recent months prior to his departure to 
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Tampa, Florida, on November 13, 1959 and she stated in substance 
that ‘they had their little "ups and downs" the same as other 
mapriéd couplés, She indicated there was nothing of a serious 
nature involved in any of their disagreements or arguments, 


Mrs. SPEARS was asked if she had been threatened in 
any fashion by Dr. SPEARS in recent months or at any time 
during their marriage and she recalled that she had been 
threatened in 4 "general sort of way" by Dr. SPEARS during the 
parly years of their marriage, She stated she could not point 
to any-particular incident but that Dr. SPEARS was a very 
jealous type man and that he had told her on several occasions 
that he would not stand for “disloyaity". 


Mrs. SPEARS maintained that she is not at the present 
time and has not been in recent months in fear of anyone or 
that she has any information to hideconcerning the activities 
ef Dr, SPEARS or any other person which could be used as a 
threat to her, 


In interviews on Monday, January 18, 1960 and Thursday 
January 21, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS emphatically stated she did not 
believe Dr. ‘SPEARS had one thing to do with any explosion or 
blowing up of the airplane in question and she stated Dr. SPEARS 
was suth a kind hearted man that she had even seen him sit up and 
ery when she spanked the children in front of him, Theréfore, 
such @ man could not cause the death of 42 persons. 

It is to be noted that in the interview on urday 
January 23, 1960, toward the conclusion of the interview, 
Mrs. SPEARS was again asked if she thought Dr. SPEARS was 
capable of having plowfup the plane at which time she stated, 
"I now believe Dr. SPEARS was capable of having done this." 


Mrs, SPEARS recalled on January 23, 1960 with further 
regard to Dr. SPEARS, instructions to her about how to answer 
questions at any time should She be questioned or interviewed 
by law enforcement officers that she didn't have to make any 
statement or tell the officers anything, She referred to the 
arrest of Dr. SPEARS in California in July, 1959 by local 
‘officers when she told the officers Dr. SPEARS had gone to 
Texas, In this regard she stated Dr. SPEARS was in fact in the 
immediate area and that he had received prior information through 
a source known to him, that an indictment had been filed against 
him in Los Anggles and that he would probably be apprehended. 
within the next few days, With this thought in mind, Dr. SPEARS 
attempted to indoctrinate her as to what she should teil the 
officers when they arrived. 
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. Mrs. SPEARS was asked whether any comment was made 
about TAYLOR during her contacts with Dr, SPEARS in Dallas- 
between Janudry 7-11, 1960’and she stated that a8 a matter of 
fact that she had asked Dr. SPEARS whether, TAYLOR was actually 
6n the plane ‘and shé quoted Dr. SPEARS as saying, "TAYLOR was 
onthe plane." Mrs. SPEARS was asked whether she inquired of 
Dr, SPEARS how hé knew TAYLOR was on the plane, however she 
stated she did not ask him this particular’ question, With 
further regard. to the status of her marriage with Dr. SPEARS 
she stated that since 1958 she had began to tire of Dr. SPEARS 
and had told him on many occasions that something had to be 
done, that she was tired of his running. from the law. 


Mrs. SPEARS was asked specifically whether or not she 
was a part of any plot, plan or scheme between Dr. SPEARS, TAYLOR, 
Dr. TURSKA or any other person or group of persons to conspire 
to blow up or damage the airplane and she denied that she had 
any type of agreement or arrangement with anyone in this regard. 


Mes. SPEARS was asked about the health of Dr. SPEARS 
as to whether he had been in 111 health or suffering from any 
type of injury “in recent months prior to his trip to Tampa, 
Florida on November-13, 1959 and she described Dr. SPEARS as 
being in good health and a robust type of man for his age. 


: In the interview on. January 21, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS was 
questioned as to luggage taken-on his trip to Tampa by Br. 
SPEARS. She advised that Dr, SPEARS left home on the morning 
‘of November 13, 1959 before she was out of bed and she did not 
have an opportunity to observe the luggage he was carrying. 
However She did know that Dr. SPEARS usually carried on his 
.,, trips, and riow missing from among luggage in the house, a 
“Piberglas two-suiter suitcase, British tan in color. She further 
advised that she knew Dr. SPEARS had two additional pieces of 
luggage which she had not been able to locate since his arrest 
in California in July 31, 1959 and she presumed these two 
pieces of luggage were still in custody of the Los Angeles , 
Police Department. She described these items as OY mall traib 
case about the size of a makeup kit, Further descripéd . as 
ivory, trimmed in Britis tan, and ha, 8 attache type briefcase Mrs. 
SHEARS funbher advised¢ganuary 22,/193h84 she was. positive she 
shad observed the British tan Fiberglas two-suiter suitcase 
‘@escribed above, at the Lakewood Hotel in Dallas on January 7, 
‘1960, at which time she mét Dr. SPEARS for the first time since 
the plane crash. 


On January 23, 1960, Mrs, SPEARS further described the 
two-suiter Fiberglas British tan bag of Dr. SPEARS as having 
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oval corners and as being deeper at the back than at the front, 
The two-suiter Had a combination lock and was scuffed, but 
considered tobe in gé0d condition otherwise. Mrs. "SBEARS 
reiterated she was positive thé two-suiter was the game bag 
that Dr. SPEARS had packed before he had aeparted for Tampa 

6n November 13, 1959 and that the bag in the Lakewood Hotel 

oh January 7, 1960. was the same bag although the bag was not 
‘opériéd and she saw it only at a distance sitting on the luggage 
rack, In the interview on January 21, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS 
pointed out that at the time she was packing items requested 
by Dr. SPEARS following his arrival in Dallas on January 7, 
1960, she packed items of clothing such as slacks, shizx'ts , 
pajamas, shorts, socks and similar items in two blue car sacks 
described as of a soft Leather’ type which could be hung in 

the back of an automobile, She stated these were the only 

two items of luggage belonging to Dr. SPEARS which she had 
actually packed herself, 


With further neference to the teLephone call to her 
residence on January 8, 1960 by an unidentified male which was 
veceivéd by VERNICE DARBY, her Negro house maid, she stated 
that for the description of the conversation by DARBY and 
from the description of the sound of the voice she was 
certain Dr. SPEARS had made that call. 


Mrs. SPEARS thereafter described Dr. SPEARS' voice 
as a well controlled and. modulated voice, not te gruff and 
deep in sound. The voice was further described as one having 
a demanding tone and one spoken with very good diction. As 
best she could describé it was a Midwestern accent. .

Mrs. SPEARS was asked whether TAYLOR had ever been 
involved in a streetcar or other type vehicle accident in 
Dallas, Texas, to her knowledge and she stated that in 
approximately 1949 or 1950 TAYLOR had some sort of an accident 
on a streetcar and that he was treated for a pinched nerve 
or neck injury of some type. She maintained she could not 
recall any visits to Dallas by AL TAYLOR since that time. She 
was asked whether or not TAYLOR may have been in Dallas as late 
as November 1959 and visited with Dr. SPEARS and she stated she 
had no information to this effect, She thereafter commented 
that she seems to have a.feeling that he was here in 1957 or 
1958 but just cannot recall specifically. 


With further regard to Dr, SPEARS' trip to Tampa on 
November 13, 1959, Mrs. SPEARS insisted she Gid not know the 
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identity of the individual Dr. SPEARS contacted on his trips 
to that city to distribute his "Gook™ for abortions. She 
stated she has not accompanied Dr. SPEARS to Florida on any 
of his short trips h as Tampa.’ Mrs. SPEARS was asked to 
identify Dr. DONALDALOOMES, Los Angeles, California and she stated 
he is a formér "classmate" doF"Dr. SPEARS and an abortionist 
who is & close’friend of Dr. SPEARS and who assisted or was 
assisted by Dr.. SPEARS in handling abortion cases. LOOMIS 
reportedly saw Dr. SPEARS weekly until August, 1959. Mrs. 
SPEARS was asked who WILLIAM PETERS is and she stated he is a 
chiiropractor.and is known to her and Dr. SPEARS as PAT PETERS 
and that he is a very clo:

On January 23, 1960, with further regard to Dr. SPEARS' 
traveling and business activities, Mrs. SPEARS related it is 
possible shéreswere many activities of Dr. SPEARS that she 
never knew about, especially since 1958, 
Mrs. SPEARS did not elaborate further on the above. - ene] 


statement. _ However, investigation has disclosed there was 
apparently serlous marital difficulty between the two beginning 
in approximately 1958, 


Mrs. SPEARS was asked about Dr. SPEARS? several 
insurance policies and why he carried a large amount of insurance 
and she stated his attitude was that insurance companies had 
plenty of money and that if:anything happened he might as well 
collect, 


On January 23, 1960, Mré. SPEARS was asked whether 
she had any knowledge of attempts by Dr. SPEARS and Dr. 
TURSKA to purchase a Plymouth of the same description as the 
Plymouth owned by AL TAYLOR which was driven to California 
by Dr. SPEARS and she stated she did not know of any attempt 
to purchase. any type of vehicle while Dr. SPEARS and Dr. 

TURSKA were in Dallas. . 

Mrs. SPEARS was questioned as to the present location 
of the 1955 and 1959 Pontiac owned by she and Dr. SPEARS while 
they were in California prior to their return to Dallas in 
November, 1959 and she stated the 1959 Pontiac was supposed to 
be picked up by the Mercantile National Bank, Dallas, Texas, on 
January 23, 1960, The 1955 Pontiac was sold for $750 to a used 
car déaler in Long Beach, California. She stated she could not 
be certain of the location of the dealer or.the name of the car 
lot. . 
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Mrs. SPEARS was further questioned on January 23, 
1960 as to whether Dr. SPEARS was mechanically inclined in 
any way and she stated as a matter of fact he is electrically 
inclined and that after moving inte their residence on Gaston 
Avenue, Dr. SPEARS changed the wiring in the house, She stated 
he is an avid reader of Polular Sciencé and Popular Mechanics 
and sevéral other mechanical magazines. 


: On January 23, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS was asked about her 
sonversation with Dr. SPEARS to the effect TAYLOR had nothing 
to live for, that his health was gone, that he had had constant 
reverses and "it was as good a way to go as any so whats the 
difference, he had to go any way", Mrs. SPEARS denied she had 
any such“conversation with Dr, SPEARS during his visit in 
Dallas between January 7-11, 1960 and that she could not recall 
ever hearing Dr. SPEARS make this statement. 


In the interview on January 23, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS 
advised that in October, 1959 a loan of $16, 500 on their home 
in Dallas located at 6116 Gaston Avenue, had been refinanced 
with the Beacon Mortgage Company of Dallas. She advised that 
this money was made available to her in the form of cashiers 
checks for $2,000 each, made payable to her, She recalled 
thet. one cashiers check made payable to her was in the amount 
of $1500, She explained that these cashiers checks were made 
out in her name because she always kept track of the Family. - 
monetary matters and wrote all checks. It is interesting to 
note at this time that at one point in the interview, Mrs. 
SPEARS recalled that Dr. SPEARS wrote a check for his airplane 

ticket to Tampa purchasing a round-trip. ticket. She stated. 
that was one of the few checks that Dr. SPEARS has written 
inasmuch as he has. a habit of “working out, of his back pocket" 
at all times and very seldom writes a check for anything. 
She recalled that on ohe previous occasion Dr. SPEARS wrote a 
check for a one-way airplane ticket from Dallas to Los Angeles 
and the facththatias’ these two times he wrote checks for these. 
two plane trips appeared peculiar to her because he had always 
paid cash for plane trips before. 


She advised that outside of the above money owed on 
their vesidence in Dallas, she and Dr. SPEARS have no other 
outstanding debts with the exception of a $2500 fee allegedly 
‘owed to Attorney JOSEPH T, FORNO, Los Angeles, California, 
which debt she had no knowledge of until she was advised by 
Mr. FORNO that Dr. SPEARS had not-paid for FORNO's servicea as 
a rrendered::;tve in Dr. SPEARS' recent trouble in Los Angeles. 
She added ‘that at the present time she had a bank balance of 
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$1300 in the Mercantile National Bank at Dallas, She continued 
that neither she nor her husband have had any steady income 

in the last year éxcept mohey which Dr.‘SPEAR has collected 

for performing abortions and she pointed. out he has performed 
very few of these since his arrest in July, 1959 in Los Angeles. 
She concluded by advising that prior to July, 1959 she never 
knew their true financial status. She pointed out that Dr. 
SPEARS' and her bank accounts in no way reflected his earnings 
and she repeated that Dr. SPEARS lived out of his hip pocket. 
She'recalled that she and Dr, SPEARS had practically no income 
from July to October, 1959, however, Dr. SPEARS had performed 

a few abortions in Dallas following their "arrival in October, 
1959. - 


It is to be noted that Mrs, SPEARS has previously 
| gaganea that they did not arrive in Dallas until November_8,.

Mrs. SPEARS said she did not know what Dr. SPEARS! 
fee was for performing an abortion, however, she thought he 
collected between $200 to $500, depending upon whom the 
abortion was performed, 


Mrs. SPEARS stated that she and Dr. SPEARS had a 
checking account in the Republic National Bank in Dallas undér 
the names Dr. and Mrs. R. SPEARS which account was a joint 
account and was closed in July or August,-1959 with a transfer 
of funds to the Bank of America, Lawndale Branch, Lawndale, 
California, 


Mrs. SPEARS denied that she has ever been arrested 
and stated on one occasion she was fingerprinted when she 
went to work for North American Aviation in Grand Prairie, 
Texas in 1942, at which time her fingerprint card was submitted 
under the name FRANCES LOUISE MASSEY, 


With further regard to the packing of the trailer on 

Saturday, January 9, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS stated Dr. TURSKA went 

into the house and up. into the attic after which he came down 

carrying a sack of surgical tstrumis, She stated she was not 
Sears any surgical instruments were eee mnehan however she 

learned from Dr. TURSKA the surgical instrument8<nidden in 

the attic on the left side’ of the collapsable stairs looking 

down the stairs from the attic, 


Mrs. SPEARS denied she knew the surgical instruments 
or any other items were hidden in the ‘attic. She did recall 
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however, thatthe entire attic of the house had been insulated 
by she and Dr. SPEARS after they purchased the house. 


On January 23, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS produced a letter 
from AL TAYLOR to Dr. SPEARS dated November 5, 1959, which 
contained the following information:

"your letter received yesterday & please let me know 
astinitels when you will be here, where & what time. I want. 
to airport Tues nite at 9 & plane was late so waited until

Mrs. SPEARS was asked what she thought the second 
paragraph of the letter referred to as to whether she gained 
the impression that TAYLOR may possibly. have been intending to 
kill his son possibly in an airplane but that he did not want to 
also kill his son's wife and children. 


Mrs. SPEARS made no comment about this statement.

MRS, ROBERT VERNON SPEARS was contacted concerning 
certain persenal papers she stated she had which were contained 
in her personal briefease and whieh she stated she wowld make 
available for review by the FBI. 


At the outset of the comtact, MRS. SPEARS stated she 
had received a telephone call at 12:50 PM, January 24, 1960, 
from an individual who identified himself as RAY GARNAY, @ 
newspaper reporte® from St. Lewis, Missouri, MRS, SPEARS 
stated CARNAY advised her he had been to TURSKA'’s residenee 
near Phoomix, Arizona, and that he had been going through trash 
in barrels at TURSKA’s ranch, CARNAY stated he found papers 
in the trash barrels that had been torm te shreds and that he 
thought that were possibly pertinent to matters surrounding 
the crash of the National Airlines plexes which carried DR, 
SPEARS from Tampa, Plorida. CARNAY reportedly stated he 
desired to talk to MRS, SPEARS becamse he thought the bits of 
paper he had found may shed seme Light om the case. 


According to MRS. SPEARS, GARNAY stated he could be - 
contacted at Radio Station KBOX, Dallas, telephone No, DI-8- 
6350, MRS, SPEARS related she told GARNAY she would not talk 
to him wmless FSI Agents were present amd that she would have 
to recontact him as te whether she would sée him. 


Following the above conversation, MRS, SPEARS signed 
the following affidavit, which is self-explanatory:

MRS, SPEARS was asked about two packages mailed to 
her or November 17 or 18, 1959 by MRS. R. M. MC ELREATH, Los 
Angeles, California, and she stated she recalled receiving the 
two packages and that these packages contained insurance 
policies, DR. SPEARS! will and related personal papers. MRS, 
SPEARS did.not explain why the policies, will and related papers 
happened to be in MRS, MC ELREARs custody and possession. 


MRS, SPEARS was asked about a insurance policy in the 
name of R, SPEARS with Mutual of Omaha Life Insurance Company. 
The policy had a face value of $500 with a $1000 accidental 
death clause, 

MRS, SPEARS stated. the proof of death statement to be”  "" 
submitted to the company was turned over to CHARLES TESSMER's. (attorney) 
office for handling, prior to DR, SPEARS' visit with her in Dallas 
on’ January 7, 1960 and the fact the form is dated January 9, 1960, is 
apparently an error on the part of MR.. TESSMER's office. She 
denied the form was signed after her visit with DR, SPEARS on 
January 7, 1960, MRS, SPEARS dismissed the matter by stating the 
matter was handled by MR. WESTERLAGE in MR, TESSMER's office 
and she was not aware the form was dated after her vistfs with 
DR.

MRS. SPEARS was asked about her abilities to 
hypnotize a person and as to whether DR, SPEARS was able to 
hypnotize her and she replied that she had read a great deal 
about hypnosis and that she knew a great deal more about it 
than DR. SPEARS, however, that DR, SPEARS was a very convincing 
and forceful type person and had the ability to put across a point. 
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She stated he is more impressive conversing on the subject than 
she is however that he does not seem to absorb material he 
reads as well’as she does. 


MRS, SPEARS declined to "sit and discuss each little 
disagreement or Statement " mentioned in letters located in 
her office at her residence. 


MRS, SPEARS was questioned about circumstances 
surrounding her and DR, SPEARS* departure from California in 
November, 1959, and she recalled that immediately prior to 
departing, she and DR, SPEARS had a very heated argument which 
arose over packing of the car, This agrument was witnessed 
by GERALDINE FARROW; the Negro maid. 


MRS, SPEARS was questioned as to property owned by 
DR. SPEARS or investments he held and she stated the only 
property'she knew anything about.that was owned by her 
and/or DR, SPEARS was their two automobiles, the house they, 
were living in in California, and their residence in Dallas; 
Texas. 


MRS, SPEARS was questioned as to whether DR, SPEARS 
was wealthy or whether he had ever left this impression with 
persas he had associated with. MRS, SPEARS stated she "supposed" 
she was responsible for reference to DR. SPEARS being a wealthy 
Texan because she had attempted to impress neighbors in San 
Pedro, California and other places with this fact. This 
fact was untrue according to MRS. SPEARS. 


MRS. SPEARS was questioned about reference made to a 
National Airlines crash in 1953, per correspondence located in 
her home, and she stated she recalled reading about the 1953 
erash however that an article appeared about this matter in 
a Dallas newspaper on or about Noveniber 16, 17, or 18, 1959, 
after the plane DR, SPEARS was reported to be on crashed in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 


MRS, SPEARS related that from November 16, 1959 to 
January ‘%, 1960, she had begun to remember the good "things 
about DR.

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remitted a single payment as provided by the note and that the 
plaintiff (SPEARS) was requesting recovery of the total sum due 
under the note.

that address and City authorities acted under the assumption the 
proposed lease agreement was merely a sham and a device whereby the 
deceased plaintiff couid continue to carry on his illegal trade. 


As a further answer to the petition, LONGHENRY alleged "that 
under hypnotic persuasion of the plaintiff she executed several blank 
legal forms which apparently were later filled in by the unfortunate 
decedent or his wife." 


The above file reflected this civil action remained pending 
and in dispute.

County, Texas, advised she had no information concerning the 
probation of the last will and testament of ROBERT VERNON SPEARS 
other than that shown in the records of the court. She stated she 
has never had any personal contact with FRANCES LOUISE SPEARS; that 
her appointment as an appraiser of the estate by the Probate Court 
was a mere formality and at the convenience of the court; that no 
actual inventory or appraisal of the deceased's property was ever 
made, but rather the appraised value and inventory of same as 
provided by Mrs. SPEARS through her attorney was used by the court; 
and that to her knowledge no correspondence or related type files 
exist in connection with the probate proceedings independent of 
the official court records. Mrs. MC MILLAN- pointed out instant 
proceedings were considered and handled by the Probate “court 
as a routine matter prior to official notification that SPEARS 
was in fact not dead, and accordingly took no active participation 
in the administration of the estate other than to pass on various 
applications and orders looking to final adjudication of the matter

Mr. R.B. KYLMER, 
who formerly operated an i Ee Tim ery TOW 


employed as a solicitor for I, Reinhardt & Son Insurance Agency, 
Room 120, Meadows Building, Dallas, Texas, was interviewed in the 
presence of his wife and advised that he and his wife first met 
ROBERT VERNON SPEARS and his wife, FRANCES, who he was courting 

at the time, sometime in 1947 at the Dallas Aquarium Society. 

He stated that shortly thereafter he and his wife visited socially 
with other individuals from the Dallas Aquarium Society in the 
SPEARS home on North Lake Drive. He stated he wrote insurance on 
SPEARS’ household effects in about 1948 or 1949 while SPEARS 

was living at North Lake Drive. He stated he recalls SPEARS having 
some machines which would supposedly tell a person what vitamins they 
needed and tell them what was wrong with them by a particular light 
lighting up. He stated that on their first meeting SPEARS told 

him his parents both.died im 1917 while he (SPEARS) was overseas, 


Mr. KILMER stated that sometime in 1952 Mrs. KILMER, 
who teaches Chinese painting, and another lady were considering 
going into the Chinese painting business and Mrs. SPEARS, who had 
taken several lessons from Mrs, KILMER, indicated she might want 
to go into business with her. However, Mrs. SPEARS decided 
against it stating she was going to be receptionist and nurse 
for Mr, SPEARS. Mr. KILMER stated Mrs, SPEARS indicated her 
husband would have offices at their Gaston Avenue residence. 


Mr. KILMER stated that Mrs. KIIMER suspected something 
unusual about Mr. and Mrs. SPEARS as did he, because they never 
wanted to indicate exactly what kind of work they were doing, but 
always had money. He stated they became completely suspicious in 
about 1952 when, after a two week trip to California, Mr. SPEARS 
started calling himself a doctor and they wondered how this 
was possible, and just stopped seeing them whenever possible, except 
in connection with the insurance Mr. KILMER was writing for SPEARS, 


Mr. KILMER stated he saw Mr. SPEARS at 6116 Gaston 
Avenue on several occasions between 1952 and 1957 in connection 
with insurance on the household effects and dwelling and always 
noticed two or three women in housecoats which puzzled him. Mr. 
KILMER stated that when he first wrote household insurance for 
SPEARS he received an inquiry from his insurance company, the 
name.of which he cannot now recall, in which the company asked the 
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middle name of ROBERT SPEARS because if he was the same ROBERT 
SPEARS who had once been in Virginia the company did not want 

to issue a policy to him. When he queried Mr. SPEARS he said 

he had never lived in the East and had no middle name. 


In about December, 1957, Mrs. SPEARS called Mrs. 
KILMER and invited her and her husband to come see their baby. 
Mr. and Mrs. KILMER went to see the baby and Mrs. SPEARS told 
them she had been placed under hypnosis by her husband when she 
gave birth to her baby. 


Mr. KILMER stated that on April 10, 1958, he delivered 
a draft in the amount of $984.45 to Mr. SPBARS at 6116 Gaston 
Avenue, Dallas, Texas, which draft was the payment of claim ‘for 
the loss of personal effects from his car at Tampa, Florida, in 
March, 1958.

Mr. A. D. ALEXANDER, JR., President, Beacon Mortgage Company, 
Kirby Building, Dallas, Texas, advised that Dr. ROBERT SPEARS first 
contacted him around September 1, 1959, having been sent to ALEXANDER 
by the Glenn Justice Mortgage Company, Dallas, Texas, to see about 
getting refinancing and a cash advance loan on property at 6116 Gaston 
Avenue, Dallas, Texas. ALEXANDER states he told SPEARS he wanted to 
see the property at 6116 Gaston Avenue and do a preliminary credit 
chégk on SPEARS before making a decision on such a loan. 


Me. ALEXANDER stated that a day or so later he looked at 
the property but could not get inside the house or the garage or garage 
apartment. He stated’ some unknown lady on the premises told him the 
garage apartment had formerly been used by Dr. SPEARS as a laboratory 
and that there was considerable equipment and medical supplies valued 
ab approximately $50,000.00 in this garage apartment and that she could 
not permit him to enter this apartment. Mr. ALEXANDER stated he returned. 
to his office and tried to contact Dr. SPEARS by telephone. He stated 
while at the premises at 6116 Gaston Avenue, he nojiced two heavy 
padlocks on the garage doors and the door to the garage apartment 
was locked. 


On September 4, 1959, Mr. ALEXANDER stated he took an & 
application for a loan from Dr. SPEARS in person. He stated he 
asked Dr. SPEARS if he had ever been convicted of a felony, had any 
law sults pending or anything against his record, and Dr. SPEARS told 
him he did not.

DR, SPEARS did not indicate 
where or ‘when the airplane crash occurred that caused the 
damage to his fingers. 


. MR, ALEXANDER stated that it was on this occasion that 
’ DR. SPEARS mentioned that he wanted to get some life insurance 
to protect the mortgage resulting from this loan, but was 
refused by ALEXANDER because DR, SPEARS was over sixty years 

of age and ALEXANDER believed the premiums would be prohibitive. 
When refused on the mortgage cancellation insurance DR. SPEARS 
stated he would go some place else and get it because he felt 
he needed it for the protection of his wife and two children 
who were quite small. DR. SPEARS told ALEXANDER he aiso needed 
this insurance because he was commuting back and forth between 
California and Dallas by commercial airlines and was in the 
process of engaging in a partnership practice in California 

and there had been quite a few airline accidents lately. 


DR. SPEARS stated he would stay in Dallas and wait if 
the proceeds of the loan could be cbhtained by October 15, 1959, 
but was told by ALEXANDER that this would be impossible and 
would take about a week to get the papers checked and disburse 
the proceeds of the $16,500. approved loan. 


Sonetine between October 15 and 26, 1959, DR. SPEARS 
called ALEXANDER to inquiré if the proceeds of the loan were 
available as he was desperately in need of the money. 


On October 26, 1959, the proceeds of the $16,500 loan 
were disbursed, the closing of the loan being handled by Texas 
Title Company, Dallas, Texas. 


Sometime between October 26, 1959, and November 1, 
1959, DR. SPEARS appeared at MR; ALEXANDER 'S office and said he: 
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was going to Miami, Florida, via Delta and National Airlines 
to take care of some investments he had in Florida, and 

that he was sending the proceeds of the loan to his wife in 
California. DR. SPEARS told ALEXANDER at this time that he 
was heavily indebted on the property he had in Florida, te 
which ALEXANDER commented that had DR. SPEARS revealed this 
before the loan was granted the Beacon Mortgage Company would 
not have made the loan to DR. SPEARS. 


MR. ALEXANDER stated he told DR. SPEARS he was 
leaving on a trip that evening to Topeka, Kansas, via 
Kansas City on Braniff Airways and DR, SPEARS remarked that 
he (ALEXANDER) should be careful as there had been so many 
airplane crashes. He stated, SPEARS said he would be back 
through Dallas as soon as he settled his business in Florida, 
and if he made it back he would stop and visit with ALEXANDER. 
ALEXANDER stated he asked SPEARS at this time where he wanted 
the payment letter and amortization schedule for the loan sent 
and DR. SPEARS told him to mail it to his wife in California, 


MR, ALEXANDER stated he has not seen SPEARS since, 
and in view of what he has heard he now feels some of the 
remarks by DR, SPEARS in their various conversations may have 
some significance. 


MR. ALEXANDER stated CHARLES TESSie@R, identifying 

himself as the attorney for MRS. SPEARS called him sometime 

in December, 1959, prior te Christmas and azked if ALEXANDER’sS 
company had a mortgage cancellation insurance policy on the 
life of DR, SPEARS who had been killed in an airplane crash. 
ALEXANDER stated that ‘TESSHER told him that MRS. SPEARS insisted 
that DR. SPEARS had. taken cut such an insurance policy with 
‘ ALEXANDER'S company. ALEXANDER stated he told TESSMER he 
L had' refused to issue such an insurance policy to SPEARS because 
of his age and the prohibitive premiums, Shortly thereafter, 
MRS; SPEARS called ALEXANDER and insisted that DR. SPEARS 

had taken out a life insurance policy with ALEXANDER's 

company saying that DR, SPEARS had telephoned her stating that 
Whe had taken out such a policy with ALEXANDER's company. MRS. 
SPEARS did not state when DR. SPEARS had telephonically advised 
her of this, but also stated that she was now living in the 
property at 6116 Gaston Avenve and would make that her 
residence. He stated MRS. SPEARS said she would see that the 
payments on the loan were made and asked when the first 

payment was due and was told it would be due on January 1, 1960. 
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MR, ALEXANDER stated the first payment on this loan 
was received on January 7, 1960, from CHARLES TESSWER, Attorney 
for MRS. SPEARS, but he does not know if it was a check of 
TE SSMER or of MRS. SPEARS. This check was on the Mercantile 
National Bank at Dallas. 


MR, ALEXANDER advised that in a conversation with 
DR. SPEARS after the injury to his (ALEXANDER'’s) hand, he 
vetalls. DR. SPEARS suggesting that ALEXANDER see a doctor 
friend who could relieve pain in ALEXANDER's hand by high 
frequency sound waves. He stated DR, SPEARS commented he had 
a thorough working knowledge of high frequency sound waves,’ 
but did not have the equipment in Dallas. DR. SPEARS explained 
that high frequency sound'waves vere transmitted by putting 
two electrodes in water and that this was the only way high 
frequency contact could bé made. . 


MR. ALEXANDER stated that within the past two weeks, 
date not recalled, he received a telephone call at his office 
at about 6:00 PM From aman who refused to identify himself, 
but who stated he wanted to. talk to ALEXANDER about DR. SPEARS 
and asked if ALEXANDER knew DR, SPEARS was a criminal’, 
ALEXANDER stated he told this individual he did not consider 
it any business of the party calling, after which the individual 
renarked that DR. SPEARS had been told to get off the ill-fated 
plane that crashed in the Gulf of Mexico at Tampa, Florida, 
because there was a gunman aboard, MR. ALEXANDER stated this 
individual mentioned the alleged gunman by name, but he does 
not recall the name. He stated this individual then hung up. 


MR. ALEXANDER ade available his file concerning 
the $16,500 loan to DR. SPEARS and the following information 
was obtained therefrom: 


DR, ROBERT SPEARS was born June 16, 1897. He is 
married to FRANCES SPEARS, age 35, and they have two small 
children. His residence addresses are listed as 1802 Santa 
Rena Drive, San Pedro, California, and 6116 Gaston Avenue, 
Dallas, Texas, He listed his employment as a physician for 
35 years. He stated he carried life insurance in the, amount 
of $15,000 but indicated he did not know the name of the 
company.

DR. SPEARS was shown as having the following bank 
references:

She 
advised he always had a briefcase with him which he refused to 
let out of his sight. She stated SPEARS showed her "before and 
after" pictures of women whom he claimed to have done face~ 
lifting work on in California at fees ranging up from a minimum 
of $1000, She advised he never discussed any of his working 
associates or friends. 


She stated he told her he needed a $25,000 loan against 
the house and made application around September 1, 1959,-for 
this loan from the Glen Justice Mortgage Company, Dallas,. but 
she does not know whether he ever received it. 
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She advised that after moving out of the house on 
October 7, 1959, SPEARS called her from 6116 Gaston demanding 
she pay back rent. She stated he called her numerous times for 
the next week until she referred him to her attorney, WILLIAM 
GLENN. 


She advised SPEARS had filed a suit against her but 
did not care to discuss the terms or other circumstances of the 
lease without the presence of her attorney. 


She advised she has ‘been photographed by Life Magazine

MISS EVELYN STROMBERG, Ticket Agent #101, City Ticket 
Office, Delta Airlines, Baker Hotel, Dallas, Texas, advised she 
ryemembers issuing the round trip ticket to DR, SPEARS a few days 
before the National Airlines plane crashed in the Gulf of Mexico on 
November 16, 1959. She was shown a Photostat copy of Delta Air- 
dines ticket number 0464374276. She advised after viewing it that 
She is the individual who prepared that ticket which is dated 
November 12, 1959. 


She recalled that a man who identified himself as DR. 
SPEARS came to the City Ticket Office, Dallas, around 2 P.M., 
November 12, 1959, and told her he had reservations for Flight 
968 from Fort Worth to Tampa that afternoon. He said he wanted 
limousine service from the Baker Hetel to the airport (Amon 
Carter Field, between Dallas and Fort Worth). MISS STROMBERG 
telephoned Delta reservations office and verified that he had such 
a reservation. She believes from looking at the Photostat copy 
of the ticket, she obtained that reservation data from reser- 
vation agent 33 or 23, Photostat being somewhat illegible. She 
then issued the above-mentioned ticket to SPEARS calling for trans- 
portation on Flight 968 from Fort Worth to Tampa and return. She 
had no knowledge of any return reservation being made. She re- 
members that DR, SPEARS gave her a check in payment for the 
ticket, which he wrote out in her presence. MISS STROMBERG 
examined a deposit slip in her office and advised that her deposit 
slip dated November 13, 1959, reflects a deposit was made that day 
by her office to the account of Delta Airlines at. Mercantile 
National Bank, Dallas, which included a check given by SPEARS in 
the amount of $116.93, which was drawn on the Mercantile National 
Bank, Dallas. MISS STROMBERG then notified the reservations office 
that SPEARS wanted a limousine to pick him up at the Baker Hotel 
for Flight 968, This limousine normally would have picked up 
passengers for that flight at about 3:20 P.M. 


DR, SPEARS then departed and returned about 3 P.M, for 
the limousine. MRS, MARIE WIGGINS, who works with MISS STROMBERG, 
taiked to SPEARS when he returned that time and told him the 
flight was late. SPEARS in a nice way gave MRS, WIGGINS somewhat 
a “bad time" over the plane being late and commented that he did 
not care to go back home because he had just left home. She 
does not remember specific comments regarding the plan¢being 
late, except that SPEARS appeared unhappy that it was late, He 
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finally decided to change his reservation. MRS. WIGGINS then, 
while MISS STROMBERG was standing nearby waiting on other 
customers, changed SPEARS' reservation for Flight 966, to 
depart the next morning, November 13, 1959, and revalidated 
his ticket by putting the necessary revalidation stickers 
on it. Thereafter, SPEARS departed. She is not certain, 
but believes he took a cab when he arrived at, or departed 
from the City Ticket Office that day. She recalled that he 
had some kind of a bag, at least one, but she cannot recall 
anything specific about his baggage. She dees not remember 
whether he had more than one bag and remembers nothing about 
its size, weight, or description. No other individual 
appeared to be accompanying him on the trip he was planning. 


MISS STROMBERG said she has never had any previous 
dealings with DR.

HOXSEY said his acquaintanceship with TURSKA was not of 
a social or closé personal type and was based primarily on having 
“mét Rim at several naturgpath conventions in the past. He explained 
‘also that he operated a clanic in Dallas prior to 3 or 4 years ago 
for the treatment of cancer, and that TURSKA had referred a few 
patients to him there, He said that at that time, he believes, 
TURSKA was located on the West Coast. 


“Dr. HOXSEY said TURSKA dropped into his office a few 
weeks @go, and after consultation with his attorney, JAMES McCORMICK, 
JR,, afd going back in his mind over his personal activities, he 
placed the date of this visit as January 15, 1960. He said, as he 
reconstructed’ his activities, that he was not even in his office 
on January 11, 1960 to his best recollection, He said he went to 
Oklahoma City on business on January 7, 1960 and stayed there until 
January 9, 1960 when he returned to Dallas, He did not go to his 
office on Sunday, January 10, 1960, and on Monday, January 11,- 1960, 
hé had @ cold and stayed at home all day taking an anti-histamine, 
conducting what urgent business he had, by telephone, 


In support of the date of TURSKA's call being January 15, 
1960 HOXSEY said he recalis that while talking to him he was busy 
signing certain pipe line reports, the signing of which had been 
his principal. purpose in going by his office. These particular 
pipe line reports, he recalled, have to be signed and out by the 
i5th of each month, and almost without excéption never come into 
his office until that date, and have to be signed and sent out’ 
the same day. 


In connection with the foregoing, HOXSEY said his travels, 
business contacts, and activities are extensive and at a fast pace, 
and he could be wrong, but that at this time he would "swear" he saw 
TURSKA on January 15, 1960 and not January ii, 1960, He said when 
the case first "broke" in the papers,’ which he thinks was on about 
January 21, 1960, he recailis that when he saw it he remarked to’ his’ 
wife that TURSKA ha@ been in his office "just a week’ ago." .

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Dr. HOXSEY said TURSKA had no ostensible important 
reason for coming to see him. He merely said he was "just 
passing through town and thought I'd drop by and say hello," 
He asked about Dr. HOXSEY's familly, and told him of the subsequent 
conditions of a cancer patient he had at one time referred to 
Dr. HOXSEY. After no more than five minutes he took his leavé, 
telling Dr. HOXSEY he is now in the Phoenix area, and that Dr. 
HOXSEY should drép in and see him there sométime. He gave Dr. 
HOXSEY one of his cards showing his address. 


i TURSKA was waiting for him at his office when he 
arrived, Dr. HOXSEY said, and he remembers he was reading a. 

"Look" magazine, He stood and they shook hands, and he noted 

that TURSKA was wearing a bow tie. He said he definitely has 

no rééollection whatever of having seen any seratches or cuts 

of any tind on TURSKA's face, and feels that if such had existed 

to any noticeable extent he would have taken note of and remembered 
then. 


Dr. HOXSEY said he never knew Dr. ROBERT SPEARS except 
more or less by name, and does not remember ever having personally 
met him. He said he had never seen Dr. TURSKA and Dr. SPEARS 
together in the past ‘and @id not in aby’ way associate one with the 
‘other, The, name of Dr. SPEARS was not mentioned during his conver- 
sation with ‘TURSKA, 

Dr. HOXSEY said he does not know how TURSKA arrived 
at or left the vicinity of his office, and did not observe his 
ear, if he was driving one. 


Dr. HOXSEY said that, in retrospect, he has a feeling 
TURSKA must have had some reason for coming to see him about 
which, after they met, he changed his mind. He explained that 
he and TURSKA were never close enough associates, to his mind, 
to have justified a visit from ae KA just for the purpose of a 
"social chat.”. What the matter/Mi! Ee have been the real original 
purpose for TURSKA to come and see him could-be Dr. HOXSEY said 
he could not even venture a guess, 


Dr. HOXSHY said he never knew and never had any personal 
or business contacts with attorney JULIAN FRANK, and, as a matter 
of.fact, knows of this individual only by virtue of the ‘newspaper 
publicity surrounding his death of recent date in an airplane crash, 
He said he knows of no relationship between FRANK and TURSKA, and 
said his acquaintanceship with Dr. SPEARS was not such that he 
would logically have any knowledge as to whether SPEARS and 
FRANK knew each other or ever had any business or other mutual 
dealings.

Mrs. MACK (VERNICE) a eee 
advised that sometime about the middle of 1951, she started working 7° 


aS a maid for Mr. and Mrs. ROBERT SPEARS in Dallas, working three 
days a week. She worked there several days a week, until 1954, 
when she quit to have a baby. She was off work for three or four 
months, then started working for the SPEARS again. She worked 
for them again, about three days a week, until 1956, when 
she again quit to have a baby, and was off for three or four 
months, During 1957, and 1958, she only worked occasionally at 
the SPEARS home, and not reguiarly. In September, 1959, she started 
working regularly for the SPEARS. On June 15, 1959, VERNICE 
accompanied Mrs. SPEARS and her two children, via plane, to 
San Pedro, California. She worked for the SPEARS in California, at 
a salary of $59.00 a week and room and board, until July.2, 1959, 
when the SPEARS returned her to Dallas, via plane. The only. 
acquaintances of the SPEARS that she met while in California, 
was a Dr. LOOMIS, who had a home up in the mountains. In November, 
1959, Mrs. SPEARS and the children returned from California, and 
she started working for the SPEARS again, full time. Dr. SPEARS 
returned to Dailas, two or three weeks before Mrs. SPEARS and 
the children did, and apparently lived at the house at 6116 Gaston. 
Mrs. SPEARS returned to Dalias from California on a Sunday, and 
VERNICE started working for her full time on the next day. On 
Wednesday, Dr. SPEARS told VERNICE that he had to go to Miami 
on Thursday, and asked VERNICE if she could work for them on 
Thursday, Since VERNICE was supposed to be off that day. Mrs. 
SPEARS spoke up and mentioned to Dr. SPEARS that he had not told 
her he was going. Dr. SPEARS then said that he had told her about 
the trip. Mrs. SPEARS agreed that he had told her about the trip, 
but she didn't know he was going so soon after she returned from 
California, or she would have waited a little longer before returning 
to Dallas. VERNICE agreed to work for the SPEARS the eae | day. 
On this Thursday, VERNICE arrived at the SPEARS home between 8:00 and 
8:30 a.m. She noticed that Dr. SPEARS had his big brown suitcase 4 
already packed, upstairs, About 1:00 p.m., Mrs. SPEARS left for 
her appointment with a beauty operator, The name of the beauty 
shop is not known, but the beauty shop has telephone number DA l- 
6822, A little while after Mrs, SPEARS left for the beauty 
shop, VERNICE saw Dr. SPEARS go up into the attic, and come back 
down with two small suitcases which apparently were already packed. 
He brought his big bag and the two small ones, then, down the 

. Stairs to the first floor in one trip, and set them down at the foot 
of the stairs. VERNICE described the larger of the two small bags, 
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as being soft like leather, and light brown in color, about two 
feet long, ten inches wide, and six inches thick. The bag had a 
handle on it, but not a zipper. It opened in the middle, like a 
regular suitcase, and had metal latches on it. VERNICE had seen 
tus bag around the SPEARS home before the SPEARS went to 
California in 1959, and Dr. SPEARS usually kept alot of papers in 
it, in his office. The other small bag appeared to he of the 

Same @lor, and matched the one Dr. SPEARS usually kept the papers 
in. This smallest bag was almost square, and about a foot long 
and not quite that wide. It appeared to be a new bag, and: VERNICE 
had never seen it before, VERNICE had not noticed Dr. SPEARS 

in the attic at any other time that week, until he went up 

and brought the two small bags down. While Dr. SPEARS was getting 
ready to leave, VERNICE walked by the bags at the foot of the 
stairway, and started to move the bags near the front door, ‘She 
is positive there were three bags there, She started to pick 

up the middle size bag, but it was so heavy that she did not even 
Lift it from the floor. VERNICE explained that she is exDeding 

a baby in February, and for that reason, did not try to pick up 
the bag. She could make no estimate as to how much this bag 
weighed, but knows that it was heavy. She heard nothing rattle 
inside the bag, and has no idea what was inside, because she could 
not tell from her effort to lift it, what the bag might contain. 
Dr, SPEARS called a taxicab, and when the cab came, he turned 

to her and said, "Goodbye, VERNICE, take care of my family." He 
had never said anything like that before, and she thought this 

was unusual, but this was the only unusual thing about Dr. SPEARS' 
actions that she noticed, Dr. SPEARS carried the three bags out to 
the taxicab and left. He had been gone only a few moments when the 
airline office called, and told her that Dr. SPEARS' plane had 
been delayed and would not leave on time. VERNICGE told them that 
Dr. SPEARS had already left for the airport. In about an hour, 
Dr. SPBARS returned and told her he was going to catch the plane the 
next morning. VERNICE did not see how he returned to the house, 
and did not see him enter the house. She did not see anyof the 
three bags he left with, and assumed he had left them at the 
airport. She said it was possible that he brought them back 

home with him, but she is positive she did not see them around 

the house. Mrs. SPEARS returned from the beauty shop at about 
53:00 or 5:30 p.m, VERNICE left the SPEARS house about 6:15 p.m. 
The following morning she came to work about 8:00 or 8:30 a.m. 

and Dr. SPEARS had already left. 


VERNICE said that she had never seen Dr. SPEARS take 
any bags on any trip with him, prior to this one, except his 
large brown bag. A day or two after Dr. SPEARS left, Mrs. SPEARS 
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mentioned to VERNICE that Dr. SPEARS took some of his old clothes 
to Miami, to give them to AL TAYLOR, VERNICE said this was the 
only time she ever knew of Dr. SPEARS giving any of his clothing 
to AL TAYLOR, She said that Dr. SPEARS usually sent his old 
clothing and shoes, to an elderly man who was an old friend of 
Dr. SPEARS, who lived away from Dallas somewhere. VERNICE does 
not know who this old man is, or where he lives. 
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The night after Dr. SPEARS left for Fiorida, a friend of 

Mrs. SPEARS came to spend the night with her, because Mx, SPEARS 
does not like to stay by herself, This woman igs known to VERNICE 
only as "Miss ETHEL," Miss ETHEL is a white woman about thirty~ 
two or thirty-three years old, five feet, four inches tall, has 
brown hair, weighs about 160 or 170 pounds, and worked for 

some church in the Oak Cliff’ part of Dallas. She drives a light 
blue and white 1954 to 1956 Chevrolet. Mrs. SPEARS has known . 
Miss ETHEL since about 1957, because Miss ETHEL first started to come 
to Mre. SPEARS for treatments for nervousness about that time. In 
about 1957, Miss ETHEL lived in the SPEARS home for several months. 
VERNICE did not know what kind of treatments Mrs. SPEARS would 

give Miss ETHEL, but they would go into the treatment room where 
Mrs. SPEARS had a desk, chair, and couch, and Mrs. SPEARS would 
talk to Miss ETHEL, Mrs. SPEARS also used some kind of black box 
that looks like some kind of radio, Mrs. SPEARS would usually 
treat Miss ETHEL for about an hour each time. miss ETHEL 

stayed in the SPEARS home at night from the time Dr. SPEARS left 
for Florida, up until Mrs. SPEARS' relatives came to stay with 
-her after the airlines notified Mrs,. SPEARS that the plane on 

which Dr. SPEARS was traveling, had crashed, Just before christmas, 
Miss ETHEL went to Tennessee to visit her relatives, and then 

moved to somewhere in Tennessee, possibly to Memphis to go to work. 


While Dr. SPEARS was in Florida, VERNICE recalls no 
telephone calls from Florida to the SPEARS home. On the Monday 
morning that Dr. SPEARS was supposed to return to Dallas, three 
letters came in the morning mail, addressed to Mrs. SPEARS, 
which apparently were address by Dr. SPEARS, because it looked 
like his handwriting. 


On the Monday morning that Dr. SPEARS was supposed to 
return to Dallas, VERNICE called Mrs. SPEARS about 7:00 a.m. 
and told her that her daughter was sick, and she couldn't come 
to work that day. Mrs. SPEARS told her that Dr. SPEARS was 
not there, as his plane was late. At about 7:30 a.m., Mrs. 
SPEARS called VERNICE and told her that the plane which Dr. 
SPEARS was on, was reported missing. Mrs. SPEARS asked VERNICE 
to bring her daughter with her, and come on over and help her, 
sO VERNICE did; 80. Mrs, SPEARS was crying a lot, and seemed to 
be upset. A lot of people that were friends of the SPEARS started 
telephoning and coming by, but VERNICE does not remember who they 
all were. YERRTOE is of the opinion, judging from Mrs..SPEARS 
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actions, that Mrs, SPEARS thought her husbend was on the missing 
plane. The next day, Mra. SPEARS parents, mer coldest sister 

and husband, came to stay with Mra. SPEARS, and the next day 
another sister, her brother, and her brother's wife came to stay 
with her. 


After the relatives all left, Mrs. SPEARS!’ actions 
were mt unusual, and she had no visitors that were net usual 
friends. VERNICE does not recall anyone in particular spending 
any time with Mrs. SPHARS, and Mrs. SPEARS did not go out any. 


On Thursday, January 7, 1960, Mrs. SPEARS got another 
woman, KATHERINE MC NEIL, to come to work for her and stay with 
her, VERNICH recalls this date, because Mrs. MCNEIL came on 
Thursday, which was the day VERNICE was off that week. 


on Frijay, January 8, 1960, VERNICE came to work about 
8:30 er ten o'clock that morming, Mrs. SPEARS 
took to get a haircut, At about 10345 a.m., the 
telephone rang, and VERNICE enswered the phone. A man said, 
"Js Mrs. SPEARS in?" VERNICE said she immediately recognized 
the voice as that of Dr. SPEARS, and it scared her, but she told 
him that Mrs. SPEARS was not in. The man then said, "When do 
you expect her?" VERNICK told the man that she was expected 
back at any time, and the man asked her where Mrs. SPEARS had 
gone. She told him that she had gome to take her boy to get a 
haircut, and asked if she could take a message, Th man replied 
that he had no message to leave, and then hung up. VERNICE then 
told Mrs. MC NEIL that the man who called sounded just like Dr, 
SPEARS. In a few minutes, Mrs. SPEARS returzed with her son, 
and VERNICE asked Mrs. SPEARS if she knew of anyone whose voice 
sounded like Dr. SPEARS. Mrs. SPEARS asked her why she wanted 
to know, and VERNICE told her that a man had just called and 
asked for her, and his voice sounded just like Dr. SPEARS, Mrs. 
SPEARS' face turned red, tears came to her eyes, and she started 
shaking. However, Mrs. SPEARS started naming people and asking 
VERNICE if it could have been their voice that she heard. VERNICE 
told her that the man's voice didn't sound like any of them, but 
sounded just like Dr. SPEARS. Mrs. SPEARS then informed her that 
it couldn't have been Dr. SPEARS, and there was no further 
discussion about it. VERNICE said there is no qustion in her 
mind, but what it was Dr. SPEARS who called that morning. 


At about 1330 p.m. on January 8, 1960, a man came to 
the door, and Mrs. SPEARS introduced this man to VERNICE as Dr. 
TURSKA, a friend of Dr. SPEARS, VERNICE recalled that Mrs. 

MC NEIL had shown VERNICE a sack of oranges which Dr, TURSKA 
had brought the day before, and the oranges were supposed to be 
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from Phoenix. Mrs. SPEARS and Dr. TURSKA went into the 

office and talked for about thirty minutes, then left together 
in Mrs . SPEARS car. Mrs. SPEARS did not return until about 
5330 pom. or 5:45 p.m. VERNICE did not see Dr, TURSKA any 
more, The following Monday, the garage was cleaned out, and 
Mrs. SPEARS told VERNICE she had sold some of Dr. SPEARS' 
tools and things to Dr. TURSKA, and he cleaned everything out 
en Saturday. VERNICE worked the rest of this week, except 
fhursday, and the following week she worked only on Friday. 
Since that time, she has not worked amy more, since Mrs. SPEARS 
had Mrs. MC NEIL working for her and VERNICE is expecting her 
baby. 


VERNICE said that after Dr. SPEARS was reported missing 
on the airplane, Mrs. SPEARS called several lumber yards, trying 
to sell. some lumber that was in the garage. One man came by and 

-offered her four dollars for the lot, and Mrs, SPEARS would not 
sell it. Another man came by and offered her twenty dollars for 
the lot, and was supposed to come by the next day to pick it up, 
but has never returned. 


VERNICE said she has never seen any explosives around 
the SPEARS home. Dr. SPEARS would talk on the telephone a lot, 
and read a lot, but he seldom had a visitor at the house. 


VERNICE never saw any persons come to the house to see 
Dr. SPEARS for a treatment, but Mrs. SPEARS treated quite a few 
people from time to time. Mrs. SPEARS treated people mostly, by 
just talking to them. 


VERNICE said she had no indication that Dr. SPEARS might 
be alive until January 8, 1960, when she got the phone call and 
recognized Dr. SPEARS' voice. She was so convinced that it was 
Dr. SPEARS, that nothing Mrs. SPEARS said to her changed her 
mind. . 


VERNICE stated that Dr. SPEARS used the bolts of cloth 
that were stored in the garage, to make aprons, which he sold to 
other doctors, Dr. SPEARS cuts out the cloth, and sews up the 

“ aprons on the sewing machine. The aprons are short ones. that 
are tied about the waist, and are shorter then knee length. 
The aprons are split in front, so that they look like the front 
of a pair of men's shorts. 


VERNICE said she has never seen Dr. SPEARS drink any 
intoxicating beverages. About Christmas, 1959, Mrs. SPEARS bought 
a fifth of whiskey as a gift for someone, and bought herself a pint 
of whiskey which she kept at home, Other than this, she does not 
recall any intoxicating beverages about the SPEARS home, 
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“MRS KATHRYN NC-NEIE, ne

employment, She was referred to 4 MRS, SPEARS at 6116 Gaston 
Avénue, Dallas, Texas, “Shé -was- interviewed ‘by MRS. SPEARS” 
the. pamé date and thé following date MRS, SPEARS phoned her 
and asked her to come to work the next date, 


: MRS. MC NEIL related that she believes she went to 
work for MRS, FRANCES SPEARS on January 7, 1960, at about 

9:00 AM, Prier to. this employment, she had ne knowledge of 
MRS, SPEARS. or ‘her’ husband, She was employed to do housework 
and assist in searing for twe young ehildren, On the first day 
6f har employment, MRS, SPEARS showed MRS. MC NEIL’ newspanerss 
which told of the crash of an airplane in Nevember, 1959, and 
teld her that her husband, DR, SPEARS, was killed in this plane 
erash. 


A photo of W. A. TURSKA was exhibited to MRS, MC NEIL, 
and she stated she recognized the photo as that of DR. Wo As 
TURSKA. Gn the first date of her employment at the SPEARS 
heme in Dallas, Texas, DR. TURSKA came to the door at about 
2300 or 3:00 PM, as she now best recalls, and asked for FRANCES. 
MRS. MC NEIL said she did net, ab that time, know the first 
name of MRS; SPEARS, so she asked the man who he wanted to 
sees The man told her he wanted to see MRS, FRANCES SPEARS, 
telling her he was DR, TURSKA. MRS. MC NEXL then went inte the 
room of the house which is used as an office, where MRS, 

SPEARS was working and told her that a DR, TURSKA was there 

to see her, . MRS, SPEARS told her to let him in, as he was 

a friend ef her husbands, MRS, MC NEIL is of the opinion that 
MRS, SPEARS was quite surprised when she told her that DR. 
FURSKA was at the door, DR, TURSKA went inte the office, 

where he and. MRS. SPEARS talked, MRS, MO NEIL did not hear 

any of theix conversation, although they did not close the 

door te the room where they were talking. At th@ time she 

let DR. TURSKA into the house, she noticed that he had evidently 
parked his car in the driveway behind MRS, SPEARS’ car, TURSKA's 
gar was an eld 1949 or 1950 automebile, make not noticed, which 
was light green in color, She did not notice what kind of 
license plate the car had on it. DR. TURSKA stayed in the 
office talking to MRS, SPEARS, until about 8230 or 9:00 PM, 

MRS, SPEARS was with him most of the time, but did come outside 
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several times to see about the children, DR. TURSKA drank a 
eup of coffee in the office, Ab about 8:30 or 9200 PM, MRS, 
SPEARS told.MRS, MC NEIL that she was going to leave with 

DR. TURSKA as they were going down to the Lakewood Shopping 
Center,. nearby, to get something to eat. MRS. MG NEIL did 

net neoticé whether they went in TURSKA's ear, in SPEARS* 

ear, or tegether in one of the cars, as she did not see, 

them actually leave the house. MRS. SPEARS was gone about . 
an hour, and then returned to the house, Following her return, 
MRS, SPEARS. recelved ne callers or telephone ¢alls, to MRS, 

MC NEIL's imowledge, MRS. MC NEIL reealled that TURSKA 
brought a sack of oranges with him when he first came to 

the house, telling them he had brought them from Arizona, 


. MRS. MG NEIL recalled that when DR, TURSKA first 
appeared at the home, she noticed that his face was seratehed 
er superficially cut, in several places, She later mentioned 
it to MRS, SPEARS, and MRS. SPEARS telid her that TURSKA was 
painting his house, and fell off a ladder. 


The following day, TURSKA came baek to the SPEARS 
residence, but MRS, MG NECL eannot recall whether. it was > 
during the morning or afternoon. MRS. SPEARS and TURSKA 
talked a while and then MRS, SPEARS showed TURSKA some 
lumber and teols which were in the garage. TURSKA spent an 
hour or so at the SPEARS’ heme, then left, and took nothing 
with him. MRS, MC NEIL did not see whether TURSKA came in 
a ear or not. MRS. MC NEIL stated that TURSKA was at the © 
SPEARS home fer a short time on the following day, Saturday, 
but she docs not new recall how..long he stayed, or what time 
ef day he came there, On Sunday, TURSKA did not come to the 
SPEARS" home." 


: On Monday, TURSKA built a trailer in the’ garage, . 
packed it with a number of things,-and left late that night. 
TURSKA started working on the trailer about 8:30 or 9:90 AM, ~ 
ate lunch at the’ heme, and stayed there all day, working 

on the trailer and packing things. MRS, MG NEIL did not see 
the things he packed on the trailer. 


MRS. MC NEIL related that on the first day she 
worked fer MRS. SPEARS, MRS, SPEARS told her that a man might 
seme by te lock at seme lumber that she had for sale, MRS, 
SPEARS showed MRS, MC NEIL some lumber, paint, and a sack 
ef cement in the garage, and told her that if the man came 
by, that she showld téll him that MRS, SPEARS wanted $20 for. 
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the lot. MRS. SPEARS told MRS, MG NEIL the man's name, who 
was suppesed $e come by, but MES, MG NEIL dees not now 
renember the name. MRS. MC NEIL is positive that MRS. SPEARS 
did not mention the name of TURSKA to her, as that of the man 
whe might come by to look at the lumber. However, no ene 
ever came by the house’ to look at the lumber, either that 

day or at any time since. The lumber was later used by . 
PURSKA, to build the trailer which he used to haul a quantity 
of things away frem the SPEARS house. 


MRS. MC NEIL stated that during the time she worked 
at the SPEARS home, prior to the time it became public 
kmowledge that DR. SPEARS was alive and had been located, 
she could recall no telephone Galls waich MRS, SPEARS paGenved 
from a man, and she had no visitors other than DR. TURSKA., 
Other than showing her the newspaper about the airplane crash 
in which DR, SPEARS was reportedly killed, MRS, SPEARS never 
diseussed the plane crash with MRS, MC NEIL. MRS, MC NEIL 
reealled seeing no letters bearing a postmark from any. town 
in Arizona, but sometimes MRS, SPEARS picked up the mail and 
MRS. MG NEIL never saw it. 


MRS, MC NEIL said that her salary for working.for 
MRS. SPEARS is $30 per week, and she lives and eats at the 
SPEARS home » 


_ MRS, MC NEIL stated that her maiden name was 

KATHRYN O'CONNOR, She was first married to HARRY HO@D in 
4982 in Gamden, New Jersey, and divorced from him in 1945, 
an Dallas, Texas. She was next married to ROBERT MC NEIL 
in 1953 at Buffalo, New York, and divorced him in 1959, 
in Dallas, Texas. She is presently renting a room from 
MRS, STELLA MAE WHITTAKER, a sister of her first husband, 
pred HOG. She said she has never been arrested for any - 
offense « 


MRS, MC NEIL advised she has seen or heard nothing 
singe being at the. SPEARS residence, to lead her to believe 
MRS. SPEARS might have been aware of the fact BR. SPEARS 
was net actually dead, prior to DR. TURSKA's visit. She 
said that even after TURSKA's first visit, she saw no 
eutward change in the demeanor of MRS. SPEARS, which would 
indLeate she might be upset or excited over anything TURSKA 
had told her.

On December 11, 1959, Mr. WESTERLAGE advised that Mr 
TESSMER received a letter from WALTER ELY,| Los 
Angeles, am attorney, who advised Mr. TESSMER at he (ELY) could not 
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obtain a release of the cash collateral without a release from the 
Inheritance Tax Commissioner. Mr. ELY advised further that he was 
unable to move fast enough, and Attorney FORNO filed a suit and 
attached the $2,500. In the letter, he advised further that the

Mr. ELY expected to plead that the contact was 
illegal and FORNO and MARTINEZ engaged in a conspiracy to solicit 

the representation in violation of the Canons of Ethics of the 
California Bar Association. Mr. ELY stated in his letter, “At the time 
I obtained the exoneration of the bail, FORNO was present in court. 
He knew that I presented evidence of the death of Dr. SPEARS, and 

I cannot understand why he has named a dead man as a defendant 

in his action." ;

By letter dated December. 17, 1959, the Aviation Underwriters, 
990 John Street, New York, New York, referring to policy of the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company No. CC29765, asked that the Proof of Death forms 
furnished Mrs. SPEARS on December 1, 1959, be executed and returned 
together with coroner's statement or death certificate in addition 
to submitting a specimen of Dr. SPEARS' signature as it appears on 
some document, such as a canceled check. 


Mr, WESTERLAGE exhibited a letter dated December 16, 1959, 
from Mr. TESSMER to the Associated Aviation Underwriters, regarding 
Fidelity and Casualty Policy No. CC29765. In this letter, Mr. TESSMER 
advised that he was submitting executed Proof of Loss, Photostat 
copies of affidavit and telegram from National Airlines, Inc., and 
a check evidencing the signature of Dr. SPEARS, In the letter, Mr. 
TESSMER stated he would appreciate the Associated Aviation Underwriters 
forwarding payment to Mrs. SPEARS at his office in the near futture. 


On December 21, 1959, Mrs. SPEARS consulted with Mr. 
WESTERLAGE regarding the sale of the residence at 1802 Santa Rena 
Drive, San Pedro, California. 


On the same date, Mr. WESTERLAGE stated Mr. TESSMER sent 


a letter to Mr. JOHN HILL, Attorney At Law, Mafrige Building, 411 Fannin 
Street, Houston, Texas, advising Mr. HILL that SPEARS was killed in 
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a National Airlines plane crash in November, 1959. He further advised 
Me. HILL that he was representing Mrs. SPEARS in her estate matters 
and also in her claim for the wrongful death of her husband vs. the 
airlines. Mr. TESSMER pointed out in the letter that he was not 
famlliar with negligent actions against airlines, and he offered 

Mr, HILL 50 per cent of the fee if HILL would handle the matter 

for hin. 


Mr. WESTERLAGE stated that Mr. TESSMER received letters on 
December 24, 28, 30 and 31, 1959, from Mr. ELY concerning the possi- 
bility that Attorney FORNO in Los Angeles would amend the complaint, 
include the estate of SPEARS as a defendant with the possibility that 
FORNO might make a good attachment, 


In a letter to Mr. ELY on December 31, 1959, Mr. TESSMER 
advised Mr. ELY "I had a long conversation with Mrs. SPEARS and she 
is fully cognizant of things that could happen. She says this -- 
enter appearance -- She is aware there is a slight possibility of 
a higher judgment than the $2,500. She says this --. Tell Mr. ELY 
to make this FORNO get it the hard way." 


Mr. WESTERLAGE advised that on December 24, 1959, he filed 
an Application for Sale of Real Estate in California signed by Mrs. 
SPEARS which involved the sale of the property at 1802 Santa Rena 
Drive, Miraleste (San Pedro), California. 


On January 5, 1960, he entered a report of sale in connec-. 
tion with the California property and discussed with Mrs. SPEARS oh 
that date about her getting a widow's allowance of a partial distri- 
bution of the assets of the estate. He stated that on that date 
she indicated she would think about it and let him know, as her 
children were sick at that time and he believes that on the follow- 
ing day, she reportedly took a child, or her children, to the-hospital. 


On January 9, 1960, he wrote a letter to Palo Verdes Escrow 
Company, Inc., P. 0. Box 246, Redondo Beach, California, in connec-~ 
tion with the sale of the property at 1802 Santa Rena Drive, San 
Pedro, California, enclosing the following executed forms: copy of 
the will, Inheritance Tax Affidavit, Affidavit - Death, and affidavit 
from the airlines and the deed.

ME. VAN BUREN stated he recalls that some mortgage 
company telephonically contacted DR. SPEARS at his (VAN BUREN's) 
business telephone number Riverside 7-4758 in October, 1959.

he was the person who repossessed a 1959 Pontiac at the home of 
ROBERT VERNON SPEARS, 6116 Gaston Avenue, Dallas, on January 23, 
1960. He explained that he is employed as a Special Investi- 
gator, Instaliment Banking Department, Mercantile National Bank, 
Dallas, Texas. The 1959 Pontiac was financed for ROBERT VERNON 
SPEARS by the Mercantile National Bank. He stated he contacted 
Mrs. FRANCES SPEARS at her home, 6116 Gaston Avenue, on January 23, 
1960, and she requested that the bank take the car; that she did 
not feel she was in position to own a car of that price at this 
time and would probably try to find a cheaper car. He stated he 
took the 1959 Pontiac and stored same at 800 South Ervay Street, 
Dallas, Texas. He advised he would be very. glad to make the car 
available to FBI agents. 


Mr. JOHNSON then accompanied SA MILTON L. NEWSOM to 800 
South Ervay Street, where JOHNSON obtained the Pontiac and drove 
same to the Dallas Police Department Garage, located at Canton 
and South Central Expressway, Dallas. Mr. JOHNSON turned the car 
over to SA NAT A. PINKSTON for inspection and searching. 


Mr. JOHNSON advised, while on the way from b6 
to 800 South Ervay, that he has known ROBERT. VERNON ror a b7C 
number of years and considered SPEARS a friend. He also stated 


he had known FRANCES SPEARS prior to her marriage to ROBERT VERNON 
SPEARS, 


Mr. JOHNSON voluntarily accompanied SA NEWSOM to the 
Dallas FBI Office to furnish complete information relative to his 
knowledge of Mr. and Mrs. SPEARS. . 


JOHNSON advised he first met SPEARS approximately 12 or 
15 years ago. He recalled that SPEARS was at that time residing 
812 North Marsalis, Dallas. He stated SPEARS was in the leather 
‘handy-craft" business at that’ time. He recalled that at about 
the same time he met one GENE REMBERT (Phonetic), a test pilot for 
North American Aviation Company, Dallas. (This company no longer 
in business at Dallas.) He could not recall if REMBERT introduced 
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him to SPEARS or if he met REMBERT through SPEARS. He said 
REMBERT and SPEARS were very good friendsand appeared to be 
close associates at that time. He advised the last word he 
had concerning REMBERT was that he had moved to California, 


JOHNSON said he does not know the basis of the 
association between REMBERT and SPEARS, but recalls that 
SPEARS was very interested in flying and in airplanes, and 
had spoken of his war-time exploits as a pilot in World War I. 


He advised that in all the years he has known SPEARS 
the has thought of him as being one of the kindest and most 
unselfish persons he has ever known. JOHNSON said he was com- 
pletely shocked to learn that SPEARS had any kind of criminal 
record and first came to know this when SPEARS was involved 
in an arrest by the Dallas Police for abortion in March, 1958. 
He said SPEARS never spoke to him about anything that would 
indicate illegal activity on his part. He advised SPEARS never 
discussed his business and always conducted himself as a deyoted 
husband and upstanding citizen. JOHNSON continually emphasized, 
however, that his association with SPEARS was in a very casual 
way, and stated, vyhen I heard he had a criminal record qr 
decided I actually did not know him at all." 


JOHNSON advised that when he first met SPEARS he 
would occasionally drop by SPEARS' apartment on Marsalig. He 
advised FRANCES SPEARS lived at the same address at that time 
in an upstairs apartment. SPEARS lived on the ground floor’. 
They were not marrted at that time. He said SPEARS started 
going with FRANCES and eventually they were married. JOHNSON 
advised he has never known SPEARS to associate with any other .

JOHNSON advised he did not meet but very few acquaint~ 
ances of SPEARS, He said SPEARS recommended that he go to a 
Dr. PAUL LANDRY, who had an office on Sunset Street in Dallas, 
for treatment of a back ailment he (JOHNSON) had suffered in an 
accident. Hé said he went to Dr. LANDRY's office two or three” 
times, Dr. LANDRY is now deceased, according to JOHNSON.

JOHNSON then advised that he met WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR 
in Dallas and later came to know TAYLOR as a close friend of 
SPEARS, JOHNSON related that he met TAYLOR in the following 
manner: 
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Around 1950 or 1951, JOHNSON was residing in the Oak 
Cliff section of Dallas, and went to a small drive-in cafe, 
name unrecalled, on Lancaster Boulevard near Tyler Street, one 
night, As he was leaving the drive~in in his car, he backed 
the car out of the parking place and in doing so, struck a man 
walking behind the car, knocking the man to the ground. JOHNSON 
got out of his car and heiped the man up. He asked the man if 
he was injured and this person replied that he did not belieys 
so. JOHNSON left his name and address, and the name of his 
insurance company, with the man in the event complication 
developed. JOHNSON stated he then reported the accident to 
his insurance company. Approximately three or four days later 
his insurance company contacted him and advised him that the 
person he backed into with his car was confined in the Baylor 
-Héspital. JOHNSON stated he went to Baylor Hospitai and this 
individual was in bed in apcast covering most of his body. 
JOHNSON stated this individual turned out to be WILLIAM ALLEN 
TAYLOR, JOHNSON said he learned either through TAYLOR or later 
through SPEARS that TAYLOR and SPEARS were very good friends. 
JOHNSON advised he thinks his insurance company probably paid 
TAYLOR's hospital bill, He said he does not know if any other 
payment was made to TAYLOR.

JOHNSON advised he saw TAYLOR about three or four 
times following the above accident at SPEARS' home.

JOBNSON advised that the only other person he can 
remember that may know about SPEARS' trips and other activities ~ 
is a man with the same name, ROBERT SPEARS, who lived nqxt door 
to SPEARS .on Lakd@shore Drive, and through whom SPEARS was able 
to buy Gemeral Motors automobiles. He advised this ROBERT SPEARS

Division. .He then advised that one JOHNNY CREEL, Van Winkle 
Motor Company, Dallas, handled car purchases. by SPEARS and was 
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the person that delivered the 1959 Pontiac to SPEARS when he

JOHNSON advised he does not know any other individuals 
who might have information about ROBERT VERNON SPEARS, 


JOHNSON stated he has seen and talked with SPEARS "off 
and on" throughout the years he has known him. He said he 
probably saw SPEARS about eight times in 1959, probably two 
occasions at SPEARS' home and about six times at the Mercantile 
National Bank.. He advised he had no way of establishing the 
specific dates when he saw SPEARS or even the approximate dates, 
except for the last time he saw him. He said he last saw 
SPEARS at the Mercantile National Bank just a few days before 
the airplane crash. He said SPEARS came to the bank and stopped

A review on January 22, 1960, by SE JAMES W. ESTEP of the 
military service record on file at the Department of Defense, 
Military Personnel Records Center, St. Louis, Missouri, for ROBERT 
VERNON SPEARS, Army Serial No. 1073188, reflected that he enlisted 
in the regular army at Fort Logan, Colorado, January 3, 1918, At 
that time he stated he was born in Springfield, Missouri, and gave 
his age as 21 years and four months. He served with the Army Air 
Service at Kelly Field, Texas, from January 5, 1918, to March 14, 
1918. He served overseas with the 314th Aero Squadron from July 15, 
1918, to January 22, 1919, amd was honorably discharged at Camp Fremont, 
California, on February 12, 1919, by reason of demobilization in the 
rank of sergeant. 


SPEARS! character at discharge was recorded as excellent. 
There was no record of court martial or absence without official 
leave. He was sentenced to ten days confinement to the post on 
April 3, 1918, by his commanding officer for failure to salute an 
officer. His military occupation was not shown and there was no 
record of his receiving any technical training.

His addresses were shown as General Delivery, Okmulgee, Oklahoma, in 
1918 and as General Delivery, Tiffin, Ohio, in 1919. His address was 
also reflected as Post Office Box 7, Leavenworth, Kansas, in 1927. 
His only relative was listed as Miss ERNA GALYEAN, cousin, Rich Hill, 
Missouri, in 1918, ‘This cousin was also reflected as ERMA GALYEAN 
of 314 Barrett Place, San Antonio, Texas, in 1919. 
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J, G, SANDERS, Security Officer, Statler Hilton Hotel, 
checked all registrations under the name of WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR 
and his known aliases back through October, 1959, and mone could 
be found under any of these names. 


Mr. SANDERS stated it is possible that TAYLOR did stay at 
this hotel under a name other than his own or ome of his known 
aliases, and that this registration might be identified by looking 
for registrations of individuals from Tampa, or checking telephone 
ealls made by all registrations from that area during the period of 
October and November, 1959. This would entail the physical checking 
of some six to eight thousand individual billing statements and 
picking out from among these the possibilities, and then checking 
telephone calls, etc., on the selected ones to see if any of these 
items will identify the registered guest as having been TAYLOR, 
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Mrs. JAMES A. GUILLOD, 5527 Morningside, telephone 

TAylor 3-6740, said that her parents arid the parents of : 
WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR resided next-door to each other in Memphis, 
Tennessee, commencing about 1903 and from that date until 
around 1918 or 1920 she knew "ALLEN", however he ran with a 

. digferent crowd of young people and: she remarked that her : 
mother would not permit her to associate with ALLEN and indi- 
cated that he was "wild". She said that ALLEN's father drank 

. excessively and that his son helped his mother spend her 
inheritance from an estate and that later she sewed for a 
Livelihood. 


While she knew ALLEN, he married a young woman who 
-at the time was employed in a Memphis bank. This marriage ended 
in a divorce, this being around 1918.to 1920, following which

Sipe. : Mrs. GUILLOD received notice of the death of TAYLOR's 
mother through ROBERT. SPEARS, a friend of TAYLOR, to whom TAYLOR 
had sent a telegraphic message requesting that Mrs. GUILLOD be 
notified, SPEARS by-telephone-did-catt-and-advise her of the 
demise of TAYLOR'’s mother. Later she received a long detailed 
letter from ALLEN relating circumstances surrounding the death 
and the funeral of his mother in which he went to great lengths 
to explain how much she meant to him. Mrs. GUILLOD considered 

_ that he had been inattentive and lacking in his affections as 
a son to a mother during her lifetime. Mrs. GUILLOD sent the- 
letter on to her mother at Memphis, Tennessee to read, after she 
had sent $5.00 to TAYLOR to serve as a memorial in lieu of 
flowers she did not-get to send at the time of this woman's 
funeral. 


The text eontaet Mrs. Gurion had with WILLIAM ALLEN 
TAYLOR was about three and a half yédrs ago, exact date not 
_ recalied, but in the summertime when he by telephone called her 
at her residence oné afternoon and ddvised that he was.in Dallas 
visiting his friend, ROBERT SPEARS. Mrs. GUILLOD invited him 
out to dinner but ‘TAYLOR - declined stating that SPEARS and some 
- other male friends. were: going to havé a party that night. He 
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did promise to come by to see her the following morning. Mrs. 
GUILLOD expressed the hope that he would come by before her 
husband had gone to his office, but TAYLOR did not appear until 
about 8:00 A.M., alone, and stayed only for a short while. He 
. WAS not accompanied by his wife and their child, he explaining 
that they did riot accompany him to Dalias inasmuch as the wife 
planned to take the child to see Disneyland in California. 


So far as Mrs. GUILLOD knows, TAYLOR visited only 
ROBERT SPEARS and/or his family on this trip, which, insofar 
as Mrs. GUILLOD knows, was a social visit and which TAYLOR repre=- 
sented was only for a short duration. 


Mrs. GUILLOD said that she had no knowledge concerning 
any trips TAYLOR might have made to Dallas to receive any 
medical treatment or otherwise, other than the trip made three 
and a half years ago and which was the last contact she has had 
With this. person directly or indirectly. 


She does not know of any contacts TAYLOR has in Dallas 
other than ROBERT SPEARS_and/or SPEARS’ married daughter, name 
. unknown, who resides at and whose marriage took 
place about the date of TAYLOR's visit. 


Mrs. GUILLOD has no knowledge regarding any hobbies 
of TAYLOR or the nature of his employment except she does recall 
, he possibly was engaged in the selling of office supplies. 


She related that her husband was acquainted with 
TAYLOR at the time she and her husband resided in Memphis, 
Tennessee and there they met at the YMCA, both engaging in the 
game of basketball. 


Before the termination of this interview, Mr. GUILLOD 
returned to his home and was interviewed.

RICHARDSON 
stated TAYLOR's name was not familiar and he had.no récollection of 
ever having treated TAYLOR at Baylor Hospital in 1951. He adyised 
he might recall this person if he could see the 1951 hospital 
records, RICHARDSON stated definitely that he had no recent contact 
with TAYLOR and that if TAYLOR. had called RICHARDSON for an appoint~ 
ment, his name would have been listed by the telephone operator at 
the Southwest Clinic.

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On January 21, 1960, DR. CASEY E. PATTERSON was inter- 
viewed at his office in the Medical Arts Building, Dallas, Texas. 
DR, PATPERSON stated that he first saw WILLIAM A, TAYLOR, who ! 
listed his residence as 1913 West Yenth Street, Dallas, Texas, on 
Septenbor 26, 1951, becanse of an injury TAYLOR had received on 
September 23, 1951, at a time when he was riding on a Sunset street~ 
car that crashed into an automobile in Dallas, Texas. DR. PATTERSON 
said the patient claimed he was sitting in his seat dozing and the 
impact snapped his head forward and backward injuring his neck. 

DR. PATTERSON stated that the patient stated he had no previous 
trouble like the injury he received in this collision and that 
the pain was at the bottom of his neck to the back of his head, 
right shoulder, right axm. He claimed that his right arm was weak 
and his right index and middle fingers were numb. 


DR. PATTERSON stated later, during the course of the 
interview with TAYLOR, TAYLOR did state that approximately 30 years 
prior he had received a fall from a Pardell bar, falling on his 
head, and also when he was a small child, he feil off a horse and 
hurt his neck.

E suggested that DR, WENTON LY WELCH, D.O.. of 
be contacted regarding DRT SPEARS: RHODE stated 
WHECH 218 2 very close personal friend of SPEARS and ad~ 


mitted to him (RHODE) that he had visited socially with SPEARS 
shortly before SPEARS departed 
RHODE explained that DR, WELCH 


v> WELCH was able 
to regain his license about two years ago and he, therefore, is 
in a very precarious position with the State Board of Medical 
Examiners because of his connection with SPEARS, For this reason, 
RHODE feels that WELCH is in no position to not cooperate fully 
with the FBI on all his personal knowledge of DR. SPEARS. MR. 
RHODE further advised that DR. J, V, STONE, an osteopath, now a 
patient at Parkland Hospital, also has some knowledge of DR, 
SPEARS and that a DR. W. T. HART, a former naturopath and now 

a chiropractor and licensed drug dispenser in Dallas, Texas, is 
also well acquainted with SPEARS, RHODE stated that a DR. BRONI, 
a former naturopath (FNU), who used to have an office on Lovers 
Lane, but who is no longer in Dallas, is also acquainted with him. 
RHODE stated that when SPEARS was president of the naturopath 
association, he was opposed by some of the naturopaths who con- 
sidered him a crook and in fact one DR, NANCE (FNU), who is now 
believed to be residing in Monterrey, Mexico, brought suit against 
SPEARS in Dallas County charging SPEARS with embezzling $30,000 
from the Naturopath Association while he (SPEARS) was president 

of this group. RHODE believes that another former naturopath, a 
DR. RAYMOND HOYLE, was alse a party to this suit and would have 
considerable knowledge of SPEARS' activities. According to RHODE, 
HOYLE is working with and through his father, a DR. L. A. HOYLE, 

a Dallas chiropractor. MR. RHODE further advised that a barber 
named AVERY (FNU), the owner of the Casa Linda Barber Shop in 
Dallas, was acquainted with SPEARS, and in fact, cut SPEARS' hair 
and had a conversation with him shortly before SPEARS departed 
for Florida.

Dr. WELCH stated he first met-Dr. ROBERT SPEARS

: WELCH stated he and his wife became close social 
friends of Dr, SPEARS and his wife, and between 1950 and 
1954 they saw each_other on the average of three times a week. 


Since he was desperate Fying to regain his license 
which he did regain in 1957. baring this time he only met 
SPEARS on one short visit during Christmas, 1956. After obtain- 
ing his licénse again, he did reestablish friendship with Dr. 
SPEARS on a social basis only, however, he avoided contact 

in public as much as possible of LCH would not loose res sf 
license again. . 5 


. According to Dr. WELCH, based upon bis social 
contacts with SPEARS and his (Dr. WELCH's) knowledge of the 

- illegal abortions, he feels certain that SPEARS has been : 
actively engaged in’ illegal abortions from the time that he 
first met SPEARS in 1950 up until the vecent plane crash ‘o: 

“November 16, 1959. Dr. WELCH. stated that based upon conve 

- Sations with. SPEARS -he feels reasonably sure that. he was 

: probably engaged in illegal abortions for at least ten years 
prior to 1950. . Dy. WELCH stated that.although ‘SPEARS had a. 
eacenee: as a Naturopath: from 1952 uptiL about 1955, he 088" Bi 
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know of a Single patient that he ever handled as a Naturopath 
and he believes that SPEARS merely was using this as a front 
for his abortion practices. WELCH stated that SPEARS has 
some medical background from somewhere but he has no knowledge 
of where he received this training. 


De. WELCH stated he does know, based wpon convere 
sations with SPEARS, that SPEARS did reside in Los Angeles, 
California, prior to World War I and again, according to SPEARS' 
statements, was engaged as a bootiegger during the Prohibition 
Era in the Seattie area. SPEARS had mentioned to him on 
several occasions, how he used to smuggle whisky by boat from 
Canada into Seattle, Washington. WELCH stated that although 
SPEARS has never told him, he feels certain from remarks that 
he has made, and based upon his (WELCH’s) knowledge of prison 
life, that SPEARS has served at least one sentence in a 
penitentiary. a . 


According to Dr. WELCH, the only profession that he 
knows that SPEARS has practiced in the last ten years or more, 
is that of an illegal abortionist and that he has averaged 
probably as many as thirty abortions a month. Dr. WELCH Hased 
this upon conversations that he has had with SPEARS and on his 
own personal knowledge from his own past experiences in the 
illegal abortion field. . 


Dr. WELCH stated SPEARS had no knowledge of hypnosis 
other than what he may have read in books. However, SPEARS‘ 
wife, FRANCES SPHARS, has gone in for hypnosis as a sort of a 
sideline or hobby and fancies herself to be quite a psychologist 
although she is completely untrained in this field. 


Dr. WELCH stated SPEARS left Dallas because things 
were getting "too hot for him" in the abortion field and he 
went to California around September, 1959, for this reason. 

At this time Dr. WELCH stated he was at SPEARS' house when he 
moved out and, in fact, bought some furniture from SPEARS and 
also bought an IBM Typewriter from SPEARS. According to WELCH, 
two weeks after SPEARS went to California, he returned to Dailas 
for a short visit and stayed at the Bakex Hotel and then 
returned to Dallas again two or three weeks later and again 
stayed at the Baker Hotel. Dr. WELCH stated that based upon 
conversations with SPEARS, he believes the purpose of these 
visits was in connection with his abortion activities. Dr. 
WELCH stated that SPEARS returned to Dallas sometime around 
the end of October, 1959, for the purpose of trying to sell 
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his house in Dallas and he lived there while his family 
vemained in California. 


Dr. WELCH stated he contacted SPEARS at his resi- 
dence one day just after he had had his telephone re-connected. 
SPEARS at this time stated that he had just gotten something 
thot" from a friend of his in Florida named TAYLOR. Approxi- 
mately two weeks after this phone call WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR 
came to Dallas, Texas, and stayed at the Statler Hilton Hotel 
in Dallas. Dy. WELCH stated he then learned from SPEARS that 
TAYLOR had come to Dallas for the purpose of arranging with 
SPEARS to make a medicine to be used in illegal abortions. 
WELCH stated he never saw TAYLOR, merely hearing this from SPEARS. 
According to Dr. WELCH, a product known as Lilly Soft Soap, 
which has been recently withdrawn from the market, is the main 
base for making this abortion medicine, and TAYLOR, who was 
engaged in the business of selling this medicine to unknown 
individuais in the State of Florida, had been unable to acquire 
any of this type of soap or a Similar type soap. SPEARS had 
informed TAYLOR that he (SPEARS) could obtain a similar type 
soap which could be used for. this abortion medicine. SPRARS 
and TAYLOR then formed an agreement to split any profit from 
this operation fifty-fifty, and SPEARS had estimated they could 
gross $1,000 a week on this operation. SPEARS allegedly had 
a contact where he could get this soap and could then manufacture 
the medicine and TAYLOR would sell it. It was decided that 
Since there was a risk involved in shipping it interstate that 
SPEARS would come to Florida and manufactuge the medicine from 
this soap and would then turn it over to TAYLOR for sale 
while he (SPEARS) returned to Texas. Dr. WELCH stated he 
believes this type soap that SPEARS had access to came in. 
eighty pound kegs and is the type used to make liquid soap 
such as is used in public washrooms. 


Dr. WELCH stated he and his wife visited SPEARS and 
his wife at SPEARS’ residence on or about November 10, 1959, 
shortly before SPEARS departed for Florida. It was at this 
time that SPEARS told WELCH of his agreement with TAYLOR. 
WELCH also stated that on his previous visit to SPEARS’ resi- 
dence in late October, 1959, at the time SPEARS advised him 
of his phone call from a friend in Florida, SPEARS had gdvised 
WELCH that he had recently purchased a $100,000 policy which 
only. cost him $60 which covered him for death on any public 
conveyance, After hearing of the plane crash in which Dr. 
SPEARS was allegediy killed, this thought immediately flashed 
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in his (WELCH's) mind and Dr. WELCH claimed he had always had 
a suspicion in the back of his mind based upon his knowledge 
of Dr. SPEARS, that SPEARS had done just what it has now been 
proven. he has done, WELCH feels certain that based’ upon his 
knowledge of SPEARS and his illegal abortion racket, that 
SPEARS must have “conned" TAYLOR into boarding the ill-fated 
airplane in his place under some pretext in connection with 
their abortion racket and that possibly he could have given 
TAYLOR a container of explosives, telling him it.was the 
abortion medicine and asked him to deliver it to Dallas. 

Dr. WELCH stated_he feels certain that because.of SPEARS’ past 
prison'senteaces___ that 
SPEARS, through contact with other criminals, must have some 
knowledge of explosives or certainly that through his contacts 
could have easily gotten someone familiar with explosives to 
have rigged an explosive device for him. 
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advised as follows: 


Dy. ROBERT SPEARS gave no indication to him that 
he had ever known an individual named JULIAN FRANK, and 
Dr, SPEARS had never mentioned New York City to him in any 
of their numerous conversations. Dr. WELCH stated his wife 
and De. SPEARS* wife were also very close friends, as were he 
and Dr. SPEARS. . 


Dr. WELCH stated that Dr. SPEARS and his wife were 
definitely having marital trouble’ when they moved to Caliaornia 
in September, 1959. Mrs. SPEARS objected to Dr. SPEARS' 
illegal abortion activities and because of this threatened” 
to leave Dr, SPEARS several times. Mrs. FRANCES SPEARS advised 
him when she returned from California in about November, 1959, 
that when Dr. SPEARS was arrested in California for illegal 
abortion she again considered leaving him. Dr. WELCH stated 
that De. SPEARS did not want to leave his wife since he loved 
both his wife and children very much and he always succeeded 
in talking his wife out of leaving hin. 


Dr. WELCH stated that Dr. SPHARS liked to réad 
“Popular Science’ and “Popular Mechanics" magazines and was 
interested in such matters, however, he knows of no particular 
electronic aptitude on the part of Dr. SPEARS, Dr. WELCH 
stated he knows Dy. SPEARS quite well and in fact knows him ~ 


on what he (Dr. WELCH) termed the "criminal level." However 
based upon his knowledge of a b6 
hae does not believe that Dr. SPEARS, whom he — b7c 


termed as a "con man," would ever engage in a crime of violence, 
Dr. WELCH stated he has known of few "con men’ who would 
commit crimes of violence. 
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T. McMURRAIN, —— 
eB chiropractor, advised that four or five years Bre 


ago he ended a lecture in the home of Dr. SPEARS who 
at that tine Lived in the Lake Highlands area. He recalled 

; that they viewed a picture in addition to the lecture given 
by a person he could not recall, and therefore he has not had: 
any contact with Dr. SPEARS, other than this one visit. 


Dr. McMURRAIN stated his son, Dr. JCHN R. McMURRAIN, 
of Garland, Texas, was in attendance at the home of Dr. SPEARS 
at a later date and might give information concerning his 
background and activities, 
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ee a 
a chiropractor, advise in January, re 


or January, 1958, he was invited to the home of Dr. SPEARS 
on Gaston Avenue in Dallas to listen to a series of lectures 
which had been taped concerning matters pertaining to psychology. 
These meetings were planned by FRANCES SPEARS, the wife of Dr. 
SPEARS, and Dr. McMURRAIN stated he had little contact with 
Dr. SPEARS. Dr. McMURRAIN attended about six discussions on 
psychology at the SPHARS' home, which were of one and a half 
or two hours in duration. Dr. McMURRAIN stated Mrs. SPEARS 
seemed to be interested in psychology and had planned these 
meetings. He said that Dr, SPEARS would come in occasionally 

’ and Speak to those present but did not take part in the lectures 
or otherwise, 


Regarding the subject of hypnosis, it was Dr. 
McMURRAIN's belief that Dr. SPEARS was not versed in this 
art and that his wife was only conversant with hypnotism. It 
was Dr. McMURRAIN's belief that Dr, SPHARS had no knowledge of 
electronics although he had in his home a radionic machine 
which was made in California but the manufacturers name could not 
be recalled, 


Those present at these ps ds res were Dr. 
McMORRAIN; Dr, GARY BENNETT, whose office b6 
is 2700 West Mockingbird Lane, Dallas; Dr. PAWL LANDRY, now BIC 


deceased, and two young ladies, the names not being recalled. 


During his contacts with Dr. SPEARS, he noted that 
SPEARS had a congenial disposition but Dr. McMURRAIN never 
saw any patients at his home. He did hear Dr. SPEARS refer 
to "his girls" which Dr. McMURRAIN believed were persons who 
were having difficulty in weight control. Dr. SPEARS did not 
mention the names of any of these persons but did mention he 
had a leather company which he either owned or had an interest 
in. Dr. SPEARS was interested in a movement called "National 
Health Guild, or something like that" which Dr. McMURRAIN 
understood to pe a guild devoted to the healing arts in some 
way.

Regarding SPEARS’ criminal activities, Dr. McMURRAIN 
stated he had been arrested for abortion because he had seen 
this in a local newspaper. 


De. McMURRAIN stated his wife had only seen Dr. 

SPEARS on one occasion, that being a year or two ago when 

Dr. SPEARS came to their home with a man named MERL P, BECK 
and who 

is employ an a OLS g CO: n believed 

to be the Lindquist Manufacturing Company. On this occasion, 

SPEARS came with BECK who was there for the purpose of selling 

a diathermy machine to Dr. McMURRAIN. On this occasion, they 

stayed only a few minutes. 


Dr. McMURRAIN did not know WILLIAM ALLEN TAYLOR and 
stated he had known SPEARS since January, 1957.or January, 
1958. He stated SPEARS was connected with the Naturopathic 
Society in an official capacity. 
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DR, WILLIAM T, HART, L____ advised he kmew 
ROBERT VERNON SPEARS only as a member of the Texas State 
Naturopaths Association and had never associated with him 
socially. When SPEARS .was arrested in 1958 for abortion, 
SPEARS called him from jail and requested him toget an 
attorney for him. He stated that he called JACK KELLER, 
attorney at law, who arranged bond for SPEARS, HART 
advised he has had no recent contacts with SPEARS and knows 
nothing concerning his background, HART added he possessed 
no information pertinent to instant investigation. 


HART advised with reference to individuals who might 
know something about SPEARS, that SPEARS practiced at one 
time with TOM PRICE, Lakewood Shopping Center, also that 
HENRY SCHLICHTING , Midland, Texas, was active in the association 
with SPEARS and reportedly “nad packed him as president of the 


association. 
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Dr. THOMAS BE, PRICE, ee he had 
met ROBERT V. SPEARS a few years back ou S not seen hin 


Since June or July, 1959, and dees not possess any information 
pertinent to instant investigation. He stated the only criminal 
activity that he had ever heard of SPEARS being connected 

with, was abortions. 


PRICE advised with referen @ to individuals that might 
know something about SPEARS, that. as 2 former noishbor 
of Dr. R.E, HIBBARD when SPEARS eisided on] fan 
that Dr. BIBBARD had maintained an ‘WPfice avy (w”~t~*~*é RD 
SPEARS had hung around his office. He also advised that Dr. 
WENTON L, WELCH was a friend of SPEARS and that he had heard 
that a woman formerly kmown as Dr. ESTELIE GLASON, now reemarried 
to an individual whe runs the beauty shop at 3525 Turtle creek 
reportedly had known SPEARS in OlrLalnoma o. . 
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onetrist and Naturepath, 

advised hé had known Dr. pe 
ROBERT SPEARS for approximately five years. He stated about Bie 
five years ago Dr, SPEARS visited various business people 
connected with the medical profession and introduced himself 
as being engaged in medical activities. He reported he knew 
Dr. SPEARS casually, having had coffee with him on several 
occaSions at meetings of the Natwwpathic Association. He 
stated he was confident.that Dr. SPEARS had not been educated 
in the naturopathic field but had obtained his license to ° 
practice as 4 naturopath under a new law which had been passed 
by the Texas Legislature, This law provided that affidavits 
be submitted by those desiring to be licensed as a naturopath ., 
by submitting four affidavits of persons who could attest 
to the fact that the individual had been practicing naturopathy. 
He was not cognizant of who made the affidavits but upon 
receiving his license, Dr. SPEARS became very active in the 
Association of Naturopathic Physicians. Dr. SPEARS became 
the president of this association about three years ago 
principally because he was the only naturopath who would do 
the actual work of the association. He remarked that the 
State Board which granted Dr. SPEARS his license had no other 
choice than to do so inasmuch as the law provided that a . 
person who had known Dr. SPEARS for two years could have made 
the affidavit attesting to his naturopathic ability. 


Dr. SPEARS attended the annual meetings of the 
association and it was his understanding that Dr. SPEARS 
was well connected politically in this state but the persons 
were unknown to Dr. McCALL. He did recall that on one 
occaSion Dr. SPEARS stayed in the same hotel in Dallas with 
Gov. SHIVERS, but he couid not give any details concerning 
their association, 


Dr. McCALL was also acquainted with Mrs. FRANCES 
SPEARS, stating she seemed to be "very nice" and he never 
had known either SPEARS or his wife to drink intoxicants. He 
believes Dr. SPEARS to be a person of good moral character. 
While McCALL was acquainted with Dr. SPEARS he did very little 
practice and at one time had his office in his home in the 
Lake Highlands area of Dallas.

Dr. McCALL described Dr. SPEARS as a "sort of 
politician" inasmuch as he kept abreast of the legislative 
activities in this state at all times, SPEARS always dressed 
well and had.a quiet and unassuming personality. 


Dr. MecCALL stated he read in the papers about three 
years ago that Dr. SPEARS had been fined for abortion in 
Dallas, He could give no details. concerning this offense, he. 
said, but he met Dr, SPEARS several days later and SPEARS did 
not even. mention this occurrence, i 


‘ It was McCALL’s belief that the thirty-five 
naturopaths in Dallas and perhaps most of the 400° naturopaths 
in the state, havé heard of Dr. SPEARS since he was the 
president of their association. . 


While in Dallas, Dr. SPEARS possessed a radionics 
instrument which was used for diagnostic purposes, which 
instrument was manufactured in California. Dr. McCALL stated 
the instrument diagnosed by means of radio waves emitted from 
the body. Dr. McCALL stated that PAUL LANDRY, a naturopath 
in Dallas, was prominent in advocating the use of this instru=- 
ment for diagnostic purposes. LANDRY is now deceased, Dr. 
McCALL stated. He stated that SPEARS’ radionic instrument 
looked like a marble table inasmuch as it had dials and numbers. 
This instrument was suppoSed to be set on a certain number for 
different diseases or ailments, he said. Dr. McCALL did not 
know whether SPEARS was proficient in the use of this machine 
or not and he did not know whether SPEARS possessed any 
knowledge of electronics. 


Regarding his contacts, he stated Dr. TOM PRICE, a 
chiropractor in the Lakewood section of Dallas, might have 
been acquainted with SPEARS inasmuch as it was his (McCALL's) 
understanding that SPEARS formerly had an office in the 
Lakewood section of Dallas. He also stated that Dr. WILLIAM 
NANCE, who is employed as a pharmacist by the Sun Drug Store, 
Richardson, Texas, might have knowledge of SPEARS! activities. 


It was McCALL's belief that SPEARS must have been an 
abortionist at the time he was in Dailas unless he derived, 
some income from a leather business in California which he 
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spoke, of. Dr. MCCALL stated he had heard, from a source he 
could not recall, that SPEARS was the owner or part owner of 
some leather manufacturing shops on the West Coast. Dr. MeCALL 
stated he did not know the city in which these shops were 
supposed to be located. 


Regarding his. friends, Dr. McCALL stated that SPEARS 
had no close friends among the naturopaths that he knew about. 
He stated that about one month ago an insurance man had eqme 
to his office, his name and company being unknown, and stated 
he was investigating SPEARS’ death in the airplane crash, This 
insurance salesman indicated there was.a large insurance 
policy on SPEARS' life and the insurdnce man told Dr. MeCALL 
that he doubted if SPEARS was dead. Dr. McCALL expressed 
disbelief that he was alive at that time and he stated he was 
shocked when he learned that SPEARS was alive. 


He stated that Mrs. McCALL was only casually 
acquainted with Dr. SPEARS and could not give any background 
concerning him. 
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Dr. WILLIAM 0, NANCE, Sees advised 6 
he has been a naturopath for over years and had become acquainted »7¢ 


with SPEARS about 10 years ago at a Naturopath Organization meeting. 
He stated he had been at the SPEARS' home once or twice but never 
really got to know SPEARS. He said few people trusted him since 

he was unwilling to discuss the source of his income but that he 

was a hard man to evade. He advised SPEARS was dismissed from the 
Naturopath oOrganizat. mnendation of 
HENRY SCHLICHTING, who had informa- 
tion regarding SPEARS * eriminal record. 


NANCE advised that the last time he | saw. SPEARS was around: 
August 1, 1958, when SPEARS came by. NANCE's office to say hello. He 
said in their conversation that day, SPEARS mentioned being in trouble 
in Dallas over income tax and abortion matters. He advised he had no 
other information regarding criminal activities of SPEARS, 


NANCE advised SPEARS never appeared to have any interest or 
knowledge of electronics but did have an avid interest in hypnosis. 
He said SPEARS had a number of books on the subject of hypnosis and 
had mentioned that he was taking lessons on hypnosis at that time. 
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Dr, CLYDE KEELER, Keeler Chiropractic Clinic, 2800..0aklawn, 
Dallas, Texas, advised lie met ROBERT VERNON SPEARS and "nis wife 
approximately’ five yéars ago:.at a Chiropractic Seminar at the.

time he was living east of White Rock Lake” He stated he recalis 
the Mr, HUNTER commenting about how and where SPEARS got all his 
money. 


Dr. KEELER stated he saw SPEARS and his wife at a 
Naturopathic Convention in Los Angeles, California, at the Statler 
Hilton Hotel in August, 1957, where they attended a lecture 6n 
hypnotism and that Mr. SPEARS arranged for him to attend this 
lecture, : ae 

Dr, KEELER stated he had coffee at the SPEARS héme “at” 
6116 Gaston Avenue, Dallas, Texas, on approximately two occasions 
prior to March, 1958, at which time both Mr. and Mrs, SPEARS were 
present... He stated he recalls SPEARS telling him after the birth 
of his first child that he had hypnotized his wife for the birth 
of this child, 


Dr, KEELER advised that approximately one year to 
eighteen months ago and after March, 1958, SPEARS telephoned 
him and cautioned him about being careful of aman named RAYMOND 
HOYLE who had just had his Chiropractor’s license siispended.’ He 
stated he always ConSidered it strange that SPEARS should caution 
him when’ SPEARS himself had been convicted of abortion - in Dallas 
in March, 1958, 


Dr. KEELER stated that he recalls on one of the occasions. _ 
prior to August, 1957, when he was having coffee at the SPHARS'. home, 
SPEARS mentioned a Dr, CHRISTIAN A, VOLF, who in August, 1957, was 
practicing at Santa Barbara, California. “Dr.° KEELER” stated that 
SPEARS mentioned that Dr. vOLF ‘had .a method of producing sound © 
wayes on records for use in restoring hearing.

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Dr. SIDNEY GAULT, partner in the Southwest Clinic, Medical 
Arts Building, advised that his first contact with FRANCES SPEARS 
was when she was Single, and was vsing the name FRANCE MASSEY, about 
1950. Dr. GAULT stated that he made a house call at her home which 
was an apartment house in the Oak Cliff Section of Dallas 1950, and 
treated her for a cold or some such minor ailment. He stated that 
he is unable to locate a record on this matter since it was so long 
ago. 


Some time later, Dr. GAULT advised he met ROBERT SPEARS, 
who was a leather goods salesman. Dr. GAULT advised that over a 
period of years he treated ROBERT SPEARS for minor ailments, but 
could find no record except treatment on August 11, 1953, for cut 
fingers on SPEARS’ right hand. He had injured them by catching 
them in the V-belt of a lawnmower, On August 17, 1953, Dr. ‘GAULT 
advised ROBERT SPEARS was admitted to St. Paul Hospital, Dallas, 
Texas, and on August 18, 1953, underwent surgery in which the first 
and second joints of the right index finger were amputated, and 
the skin at the end of the right middle finger was sutured closed 
where 1/4 inch of the finger had been torn off. Dr. GAULT advised 
that according to his records, ROBERT SPEARS was released from St. 
Paul Hospital, August 19, 1953. 


Dr. GAULT advised that on one occasion, about 1953, he 
and his wife, Mrs. GAULT went to SPEARS homé on North Lake Drive 
where they saw a large machine in the house, this machine being 
described as a "neuro-calometer." Dr. GAULT advised that after 
seeing this machine, he realized that Dr. SPEARS was a naturopath 
and advised Mrs, GAULT that he wanted no more to do with him. 


Dr. GAULT advised that from time to time he has heard 
rumors from various sources, which he cannot identify at this time, 
that Dr. SPEARS was an abortionist. He also advised that on one 
occasion about 1954, a woman patient, whom he cannot now identify, 
came to him and told him that Dr. SPEARS was in the abortion busi- 
ness and drove around in a white automobile picking up operation 
victims at predesignated corners and taking them to motel rooms 
where the abortion was performed. 


Dr. GAULT further advised that about 1954, another woman 
patient, whom he cannot identify, told him that she had had an 
abortion and that. Dr. SPEARS told her that if ‘she had any trouble 
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Dr. GAULT advised that about 1955, Dr. MARVIN BELL, Dallas, 
called him and told him that Dr. SPEARS wanted BELL to do some 
laboratory work for him. GAULT advised BELL not to have anything 
to do with SPEARS, 


About 1957, Dr. GAULT advised during the time that 
Dr, SPEARS received some publicity in connection with the then 
pending bill before the Texas Legislature to outlaw naturopaths, 
GAULT received a telephone call from an anonymous male advising 
GAULT not to have anything to do with SPEARS as SPEARS would 
record the calls. This man stated that SPEARS was operating 
an abortion ring. Dr, GAULT asked the man if "FRANCES" knew 
about it; the man replied that of course she did, and that she 
was part of the ring. 


Dr. GAULT advised that since first becoming acquainted 
with FRANCES MASSEY he has treated various members of the family. 
He advised that he was able to locate only the records on OTIS 
MASSEY, the father of FRANCES, which reflect that MASSEY of 
Friona, Texas, was last at the Southwest Clinic on November 19, 
1959, Dr. GAULT advised that OTIS and his wife had come to 
Dallas to be of assistance to their daughter, FRANCES MASSEY, 
after her husband was allegedly killed in an airplane crash.

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NAPOLEON BONAPARTE BARBEE stated he is 80 years of age and 
was born March 15, 1879, at Crockett, Texas. He stated he presently 
resides at 1444 North Sylvan Street, Dallas, and operates a prescrip- 
tion pharmacy at 713 West Jefferson, Dallas, Texas. 


BARBEE advised he knows very little about ROBERT VERNON 

SPEARS. He stated he first met SPEARS when SPEARS came to his 

pharmacy to buy various articles of medicine. He said he knew 

SPEARS was in the abortion business. He stated SPEARS was residing 

at 812 North Marsalis, Dallas, when he first knew him and estimated 

that was about ten or twelve years ago. BARBEE claimed he had never 

helped further the business of abortions through SPEARS except on the 

occasion when a man and woman came to his place in March, 1958, and 

he sent them to SPEARS so the woman could have an abortion performed 

on her. He advised he has had no contact with SPEARS since that time 

and has absolutely no khowledge of SPEARS! activities during the past 

two years. He advised he went to SPEARS' home at 6116 Gaston Avenue 

on one occasion about two years ago when SPEARS called him to tell him 
s he had an electrical machine he had received from Germany that would cure 

polio, He asked BARBEE to come see it; that perhaps BARBEE coyld use it 

or would know someone who would like to buy it. BARBER advised he went 

to SPEARS! home and looked at the machine, but he could not use it, 

even though he felt it was worthwhile and would have been a good 

investment. He said he believes this is the last contact he had with 

SPEARS, He could not describe the machine further except to say that 

the electrical impulses made by the machine were to be used to cure 

polio, 


BARBEE stated he has no knowledge of SPEARS! technical ability 
with electricity or other material. He reiterated that he actually 
knew SPEARS slightly, insofar as his activities, He stated he knew 
nothing concerning any illegal activity on the part of SPEARS except 
that SPEARS had on occasion performed abortions. He stated he does 
not remember how he came to know that SPEARS would perform abortions. 


BARBER advised he knew no one associated with SPEARS by the 
name of TAYLOR, He stated the only person he knew that was associated 
with SPEARS was a Dr, LANDREN (phonetic) who had an office in the 700 
block of Sunset, Dallas, until about two years ago. He said LANDREN 
was an “electrical doctor.” He explained that LANDREN cured people 
by the-use of electricity. He advised LANDREN was killed in a freak 
accident about two years ago when his car somehow backed into him in 
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his garage. He advised LANDREN is the person who first brought 
SPEARS into his pharmacy. 


BARBEE claimed that this is the extent of his knowledge 
concerning SPEARS. 
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MRS. EVA HOUSEMAN, Cwner, Wild’ Cherry Gate

Mrs. MORRISON volunteered the follwing information 
concerning a recent interview of her by EDMUND BARKER, KRID. 


Mrs. MORRISON stated that on Sunday, January 24, 1960 
at approximately 2330 PM she. received a telephone call from ~ 
EDDIE BARKER, KRLD, Dallas Times Héralid, Dallas, Texas, who. 
stabéd that he had a picture of Dr. SPEARS, AL TAYLOR and Mrs, 
MORRISON which he received Saturday, January 23, 1960 from 
Florida. He advised that he contacted Mrs. SPEARS who identified 
Mes, MORRISON as the lady in the picture. BARKER then came “out 
to Mrs, MORRISON's home at approximately 3 or 3:30 PM, Sunday 
January’24, 1960 and asked her about her association with the 
SPEARS family, and how the picture came to be a reality.

O' QUINN stated she visited FRANCES sometime in 1958 
after reading in the newspapers. about the arrest of ROBERT SPEARS,

someone is in trouble that is when they need you the most", or 
words to that effect. O'QUINN advised ROBERT SPEARS was not 
préseht on the occasion of this visit and she does not recall 
having seen or talked to him since sometime in 1957. 


O'QUINN recalled visiting FRANCES SPEARS at 6116

He stated on some~ 
occasions a customer would appear at the magazine and request explosives, 
but prior to delivery it had to be cleared through the company in 
Dallas.

through theft and he could not define the word "radionics." 


Mr. CLAY W. SMITH, Secretary, American Cyanamid Company, 
advised that no one could purchase dynamite or other type explosives 
from Dallas distributors within the city limits of Dallas without 
obtaining the aforedescribed explosive permit. Mr. SMITH could 
not define "radionics."” He stated it was believed.that any person 
in the country or rural area could obtain any amount of dynamite or 
explosives they wanted through hardware store outlets without the use 
of permit or any restrictions. He advised he did not know the 
identities of any such outlets other than perhaps the outlet for 
Strawn Merchandise Company, located near Duncanville (later deter- 
mined to be Fouts Brothers Store). 


Captain 0. 0. WILLETT, Fire Inspector's Office, Dallas Fire 
Department, advised that there was a city ordinance prohibiting any 
person or concern from storing explosives, including blasting caps- 
for any purpose, including resale, within the city limits. He stated 
explosive permits are issued only for use on a job and every person 
to whom a permit is issued is completely checked out by the Fire 
Department, including checking through the Identification Division 
of the Dallas Police Department.
